Arrangements had been 
made, they said, for the retirement of 
one of those nominated at the con- 
vention, providing Dr. Hal! could seo 
his way clear to accept the proposal. 

According to information received 
from trustworthy sources, Dr. Hall lis- 
tened to what the deputation had to 
say with the utmost courtesy. But 
when the protect In all its details hud 
been 'outllrtod, the labor candidate lost 
no time In uncompromisingly declining 
the invitation. He said he was in the 
Held as a, representative of the Victoria 
Labor party and would continue In 
that 'position, not only throughout tho 
campaign, but as a member of the 
legislature in t>.e next parliament. 

As for Air. Johnson, he 'believed that 
lie would just as emphatically refuse 
to entertain such an arrangement as 
the Liberals proposed. At any rate, he 
would not approach that candidate 
with the object of Inducing him to 
withdraw In order that he (Dr. Hall) 
might take a place on the Liberal 
ticket. 

Thus the Interview closed, and tho 
doubtless well-meaning Liberal depu- 
tation returned to their committee 
rooms, nonplussed and crestfallen. 

This move on the part of the local 
Liberal Association discloses tho fact 
that they themselves feel their weak- 
ness. Beyond a doubt they recognize 
that, without the support of tho in- 
fluential section which has publicly 
withdrawn from their ranks, and de- 
prived of the backing expected from 
tho labor circles, It will be impossible 
for their candidates to be returned on 
tho 2nd of February.

Educational Work 
When the provincial 
first took control their attitude in ref 
erenc.e to agriculture was necessarily 
not quite so aggressive as at pres- 
ent, lion. Mr. Tatlow and those as- 
sociated with him went about the un- 
dertaking with proper caution. They 
foresaw that the advancement which 
it was hoped to bring about would 
have to come through a process ol 
evolution. For that reason their first 
action was In the line of educating the 
people in the most modern methods of 
agriculture and horticulture. With 
(hat object In view, expert lecturers 
were engaged to tour the' various farm- 
ing sections, with instructions to de- 
liver addresses at the different cen- 
tres under the auspices of the local 
Farmers' Institutes. In addition dem- 
onstrators were sent out to show those 
employed in tilling the soil the, best 
moans of packing their produce so 
that it would bring them the maximum 
price when placed upon the market. 
This move proved more successful 
than the most sanguine anticipated.

There can be no doubt that this 
striking demonstration of the super- 
iority of British Columbia grown 
fruits has given western Canada an 
advertisement which may reasonably 
be expected to prove far-reaching In 
its effect, and of Inestimable value in 
its results. Already the officials of, 
the Department of Agriculture and of ' 
j the Bureau of Information are being 
j flooded with personal inquiries in re- 
gard to the climate, the soil in differ- 
ent localities, the conditions of life, 
etc. These, needless to say, are all 
being answered in full, and Large num- 
bers of intending settlers are, even 
now. on their way to this province. 

In the meantime the vigor of tho 
campaign for the improvement of local 
conditions was not abated one iota. 
During tlie second year the number 
government j of expert lecturers was Increased, with 
proportionate success. Last year the 
scope of the government's pulley in 
tills direction was widened to an even 
greater degree. Dozens of men, all of 
International reputation as exponents 
of different branches of farming, were 
kept on the road. They delivered ad- 
dresses before well-attended meetings 
of file Farmeres' Institutes on fruit 
growing, poultry raising and other 
subjects, of a more technical charac- 
ter, and invariably were listened 'to 
with marked attention and much pro- 
tit. J. R. Anderson, the deputy min- 
ister of agriculture, made two tours of 
the province on the same mission. His 
report upon returning was, in each in- 
stance, most gratifying. Me an- 
nounced that the farmers were mak- 
ing rapid progress In systematizing 
their labors. They were taking full j 
advantage of the hints given them by; 
different visitors, and, as a result, bet-! 
tor and lurger crops were being obtain- 
ed In almost every section. It was 
beginning to be more and more gen- 
erally recognized that farming was not 
altogether mechanical, that it involved 
many principles of science with which 
those who wished to till the soil with 
the pi-cal est possible success had to 
be acquainted. He was of the opinion 
thai many of the people had been ad- 
vanced, through the progressive policy 
of the government, from a method of 
farming which yielded little or noth- 
ing above a bare living to a system 
by Which they were able to earn a 
competence in the Course of a few 
yea rs. 

Progress in Dairying 

Another commendable action of the 
provincial government was the en- 
gagement of I I. Logan as dairy inspec- 
tor. The latter had been placed bore 
as Inspector of live Stock. lie under- 
took the two offices with signal suc- 
cess. Tha » outcome of his efforts to- 
wards increasing the general Interest 
In dairying was the establishment of 
more creameries. From the reports 
It is gathered that I he amount of but- 
ler manufactured has been considerab- 
ly augmented during the past year. It 
Is also announced that several new 
creameries will bo established in 1007.

The coming year is expected to be

Steamers similar in model to the Orion 
will be secured for each of these new 
stations. The largest station will bo 
that in tho Gulf of Georgia. The ex- 
periences of the past season at Sech- 
art have been that tho open ocean la 
too rough for whaling, and In winter 
operations at sea do not pay. It is 
considered that In operating in the 
Gulf of Georgia, work can be contin- 
ued both summer and winter and tho 
profits doubled as a result. A license 
has been secured from the federal gov- 
ernment for exclusive rights to estab- 
lish a whale fishery in the Gulf be- 
tween Vancouver Island and the Main- 
land. It may bo that when tho weath- 
er becomes too rough for successful 
operations from Sechart the Orion will 
be brought around the Gulf of Georgia 
and the Sechart crew transferred to 
the Denman island station, thus al- 
lowing of whaling being continued 
during the entire year. 

Licenses are being sought by two 
other concerns for coast whaling In 
British Columbia, but officials of tho 
Pacific Whaling company point out 
that they alone will he enabled to en- 
joy a continual season, both summer 
and winter. In the report presented 
to tho shareholders, tho president says: 
Secure Sole Rights 

"This company, by securing the sole 
rights of whale fishing In the Gulf of 
Georgia has solved the whaling prob- 
lem of this coast. This company is 
and will remain the only whaling con- 
cern which has a double whaling sea- 
son, and can keep their steamers and 
skilled men employed for the whole 
year; and can mnke money through- 
out tho whole year. Wo would never 
have proposed to Increase our enter- 
prise if we had not been able to se- 
cure the exclusive whaling rights for 
the Gulf of Georgia. No other com- 
pany which might be started on this 
const will have a double whaling sea- 
son as we will have In the future, and 
without tho facilities to fish during a 
double season — that Is through tho 
whole year— a big success as wo have 
now the right to expect is impossible 
to others. Our company holds now a 
unique position in the whaling indus- 
try, not only (m tho Pacific, but also 
on the Atlaiitl ? const- as -there la -no- 
where a whaling concern- which can 
operate a doublo season — that is llsh 
during tho whale year." 

The pate nt process invented by Dr. 
Rismuller in- treating whale products 
manufactured at the station have been 
fo.ind valuable by the company, and its 
use has done much to aid in building 
up the profits of the business. At tho 
present time there are In Victoria 
three Japanese representing the Joya 
Shokai of Nagasaki, Japan, who seek 
to make a contract for the shipment 
of from 300 to 500 tons of whale meat 
monthly to Japan, and the agent of 
another Japanese concern Is also hero 
seeking to arrange for similar ship- 
ments. There Is a market for all tho 
whale oil that can be shipped to Eu- 
rope, and the fertilizer and other 
products find a ready market.

in the States, and the same observa- 
tion applied to Britain. The process 
of "twisting the lion's tail" was a thing 
of the past. 

To a question whether there was a 
desire on the part of tho United States 
executive for a resumption of the 
meetings of the joint high commission] 
the Secretary paused for a moment 
and then replied: "I think 1 should 
more properly discuss that matter with 
Mr. Bryce." 

Referring to the Newfoundland 
modus vlvendl, Secretary Root said ho 
thought Its effect would be to enable 
the Newfoundland and United States 
flshtrmen to get along better together. 

He declined to discuss the probable 
Ismes of the next presidential cam- 
paign, and concluded the Interview 
with the remark: "1 have been a great 
many limes in Cnnada. T like Canada 
and I like Canadians. I think In that 
respect I am representative of tho 
people in my own country,"

But Mr. Mclnnes did not stop there. 
Ho did not hesitate to fling a direct

Will remember this on election day."

The nomination of candidates to 
contest the pending general election 
for the provincial legislature took place 
yesterday. It war, held; at practically 
the same time in all the constituen- 
cies of the province. The contestants 
having been formally placed In the 
field, the campaign may be considered 
well under way. From now until poll- 
ing day, tho 2nd of February, the 
light may bo expected to be prose- 
cuted with earnestness by all con- 
cerned. 

In tho pending election the compet- 
ing Interests are more diversified than 
ever before In tho history of the prov- 
ince. The principal parties, .of course, 
are the Liberal-Conservatives and the 
Liberals, tho former having forty-two 
candidates and tho latter thirty-nine. 
Then there is the Labor-Liberal ele- 
ment with threo representatives and 
the Socialist party with about twen- 
ty-threo standard-bearers. It Is a 
noteworthy fact that tho latter are 
stronger, numerically speaking, than 
lias been the case heretofore. Lastly an 
entirely now organization, the Cana- 
dian Labor party, has made Its first 
appearance in the political arena of 
British Columbia. This body Is rep- 
resented . only in Victoria and Van- 
couver, having two candidates in each 
city. 

Twelve candidates wore nominated 
before Returning Officer YV. II. Price, 
of the constituency of Victoria, at tho 
court house. Among tho first pro- 
posed were the "Big Four" of tho Lib- 
eral-Conservative ticket, namely, Hon.

While encouraging agriculture f 
every way the government took pre 
cautionary me&sures to prevent tho 
troductlon of fruit and other common 
pests from outside sources. The acts 
passed for this purpose were strin- 
gent, but their effect was excellent. It 
was claimed that in some instances 
they were a hardship. While this may 
bo correct, there are few who will deny 
that they operated for the good of tho 
majority. British Columbia has been 
singularly frco from the ravages of 
the pests which destroy various crops 
In the oast and elsewhere. And there 
Is every reason to believe that such 
a gratifying condition of affairs is 
duo to tho foresight of the govern- 
ment. 

It must not be supposed that the 
present administration wishes to take 
nil the credit for what hae been clone 
to improve agriculture during the past 
threa yearn. Much praise Is due the 
Fruit Growers' association and. tho 
Farmers' institutes of the various dis- 
tricts. These organizations, under- 
standing the progressive policy of the 
McBrlde government, assisted the lat- 
ter by making valuable suggestions 
which, in many cases, were adopted. 
A Substantial Incroaae 
Ono of the results which can bo di- 
rectly traced to the attitude, assumed 
by the government towards agricul- 
ture Is the remarkable increase in the 
products of the country. Last year 
Hon. Mr. Tatlow announced that tho 
output for 1905 had reached a total of 
$50,000,000, an unprecondented record 
when the comparatively small popula- 
tion of British Columbia is taken Into 
consideration. Although the figures for 
1906 have not yet been issued, it Is a 
foregone conclusion that a correspond- 
ing advance will be found to huve 
tuken place during that porlod. 

So pronounced has been the growth 
of tho provinco from an agricultural, 
as well as other standpoints, during 
the past year in particular, that it 
became evident that the amount of 
labor available was insufficient to 
meet the requirements. The govern- 
ment, with its usual prompt decisive- 
ness, met the issue by entering into 
contract with tho Salvation Army 
by which the latter agreed to bring 
to fhe west, largo numbers of desir- 
able people. In directing this immi- 
gration the organization mentioned 
will draw from the congested centres 
if the Old Country, bringing into 
operation all its elaborate machinery 
for the procuring of the most suit- 
able classes and placing them In lo- 
calities, throughout the province, 
whero they aro most needed. 

To sum up, it must be acknowl- 
edged, by all looking at tho situa- 
tion Intelligently, that the government 
of Premier McBride has done more for 
the development of tho agricultural re- 
sources of British Columbia than any 
previous administration. It cannot be 
doubted that the ever-Increasing vol- 
ume of -western Immigration is due, 
a very largo extent, to the enter- 
prising and aggressive policy inaug- 
urated.

SOME FEATURES OF KINGSTON 



One of Victims of Earthquake Is Can- 
adian — Yukoners Among Visitors 
at the Presont Time 





Kingston, scene of the latest earth- 
quake disaster, is a most picturesque 
city lying ut the foot of tho Blue 
mountains which run from end to end 
of Jamaica, according to a Victorian 
who has largo interests in Jamaica 
and who recently returned from there. 
Estimate published of the population 
have been low; instead of from CO,- 
000 to 80,000 people, as stated, there 
are 110,000 people In Kingston. The 
city is situated on a large bay, where 
large fleets' of steamers are docked; 
and the waterfront esplanade, with its 
groves of cocoanut trees and mercan- 
tile and shipping offices, mustly paint- 
ed white, Is one of the favorite thor- 
oughfares, As the city sprawls back 
toward the rise leading to the Blue 
mountains Its streets rise slowly. 
There are many fine stores and office 
buildings, but nearly all arc low, most- 
ly one story-buildings built to with- 
stand earthquakes. Duke, Port Royal 
King and East streets; which are re- 
ported ravaged by fire, are the prin- 
cipal streets of tho city. They were 
swept in the last great lire of 1S15, 
when one store escaped strangely, al- 
though located in the centre of the 
burned area. 

It is a modern city, 1 with hotels and 
other important buildings and institu- 
tions, line parks and public squares, 
paved streets, troiloy cars, electric 
lighting—In fact, It has all modern 
conveniences. 

The 'approach to Kingston is mag- 
nificent. Passing by Port Royal, four 
miles out Port Hamilton und Fort 
George, the steamer steams into the 
bay, whore the old city of Port Royal 
lies at tho bottom of the harbor — it 
sank during the great earthquake of 
Juno 7, 1092, which swallowed tho 
greater part of the city and submerged 
the buildings and people, like lost At- 
lantis — the steamers round Into tho 
big bay. From their decks the Bluo 
mountains are seen with their perpet- 
ual dazzling bluo seen plainly in tho 
soft lights of the tropical sky. At Port 
Royal Is the naval headquarters, and 
also barracks for 1,000 black troops. 
Tho governor's residence, where Gen- 
eral' Sweotenbam lives, is on a hill 
three miles from tho city. This hill, 
which commands, the city. Is well for- 
tified and the white troops are sta- 
tioned there. 

Survived Alono 
I To the tourist visiting Jamaica one 
of the tirst sights to which guides 
i point the way Is the monument of 
j the solo survivor of the last oarth- 
' quake, that which engulfed Port Royal 
in the bay which is now the harbor. 
; Tills man, it seems, was carried down 
with all the rust swallowed up in wat- 
ers, but by dint of more fortunate cir- 
cumstances lie was thrown up on the 
land by a second shock, and until his 
death his story of the great disaster of 
lti'J^ was told again and again. The 
monument built to him is inscribed 
with the story of his escape. 

Another tourist sight of Kingston is 
the dungeon built by the notorious 
buccaneer, Henry -Morgan, who for a 
I time was acting governor of the pos- 
I session, and who hanged many of his 
I old-time comrades in piratic ventures 
when he was in charge of the Island. 
In its earlier days Kingston was the 
depot of pirates, and much of the early 
history of Sir Henry Morgan, pirate, Is 
connected with the Island. 

The Island is considered tho mosli 
lovely of all in the Caribbean sea. Tho 
mountains and hills, which abound 
throughout the island, Is covered with 
luxuriant tropical vegetation, and 
there are mountain streams with 
waterfalls, beautiful rivers and lnkes 
and pools. Constant Spring, is es- 
pecially beautiful, and this is a largo 
tourist centre. Tho name Jamaica is 
Interpreted "The land of streams." 
The botanical gardens at Kingston are 
considered to bo among the finest in 
the world. 

An odd fenturo of Kingston's ell- 
mute is tho two winds of the day, the 
morning breeze from the sea and tho 
afternoon breeze from tin; mountains. 
The fire, which was fanned by the 
morning breeze was, .seemingly, stayed 
by tiie afternoon breoze, which forced 
the lire back upon the burned area. 
Many Canadians 

There are large numbers of Cana- 
dians there, and at the present time 
some people well known in this vicin- 
ity are visiting the island. Judge 
Craig and daughter of Dawson are 
among the tourists there, and Her- 
bert Wilson anil wife expected til go 
there on a honeymoon trip when they 
left the west about a month ago. Dr. 
G. Varley, one of those reported killed, 
was a Canadian, a graduate of Queen's 
college, Kingston, Ontario. fie and 
Dr. Robertson was stationed at the 
citadel on the hill, where tho gover- 
nor's residence is located, being the 
surgeons of tho military barracks there 

It may lie Interesting to noto that 
G. White Eraser, recently of tho Can- 
adian boundary survey In Alaska, put 
In the electric light and power sys- 
tem at Kingston, and Dloonilield 
Smith, who Is Interested in the con- 
struction of the Klondike mines rail- 
road, built tho railway which runs 
across Jamaica and is now operated 
as a government road. There aro 148 
miles of railway on the. island, 88,3 
miles of telegraph, and 1B4 of tele- 
phone. The system of highways, ."3,1100 
miles in length, extends Into all parts 
of the island, and tho roads arn well 
built, and graded, have. substantial 
bridges and are kept, in good repair. 
Picturesque 

Kingston Is an interesting place, 
with its 1,000 or more of white popu- 
lation and its throngs of blacks. The 
crowded market places, with the men 
garbed In white and tho gaudily 
dressed women, tho crowded stalls and 
booths loaded with tropical fruits, the 
donkeys with packs and drawing light' 
carts— -these form but part of the pie-- 
turesque scones of the city. The Brit-' 
Ian garrison Is stationed at Port Royal, 
tho naval station, four miles from 
Kingston, which is a strongly fortified' 
place. 

Port Antonio, on the northeast side 
of tho island, Is tho muln shipping port' 



for the great banana industry, und Is, 
like Kingston, a thoroughly modern 
city. The greatest length of the Is- 
land is 144 miles and tho greatest 
breadth 40 miles. 

Since, the old slave trading days, 
when there was much wealth at King- 
ston, the city has been ravaged by 
repeated calamities. In 1692 the great 
earthquake which swallowed up Port 
Royal took place; in 1712 and 1722 
great hurricanes swept the city. On 
July 13, 1815, a conflagration ulmoBt 
wiped out the town, and In 11)03 a dis- 
astrous hurricane swept the Island de- 
stroying much life, and property.

THE WATER SUPPLY 

Aid .Hall Takes Preliminary Steps 
Looking to Improved Service 

The preliminary steps for the secur- 
ing of a good supply of fresh water for 
tlie city during the coming summer will 
lie one of the first matters to receive 
the attention of the newly-elected coun- 
cil. 

Notice was posted at the city kail by 
Aid. Hall yesterday that at the first 
meeting of the council of 1907, tomor- 
row evening, he would introduce u mo- 
tion to the effect that the city engineer, 
water commissioner and foreman of the 
water works be instructed by the coun- 
cil to prepare and hand in reports bear- 
ing on the Question of the water supply 
for the coining summer. 

"It's obviously quite impossible for 
tlie city to got any permanent extension 
to Mie water system finished in Time to 
provide for the city during the summer," 
said Aid. Hall, in conversation with si 
Colonist reporter yesterday, "and my 
plan is to make some temporary ar- 
rangements by which we may fide the 
city through the dry weather. Thai 
something will he done for the exten- 
sion of the water system I have no 
doubt. Int. even although we have 
plans of nearly all the sources of water 
available, things ate not yet sufficiently 
far advanced to allow (if work being un- 
dertaken for some time yet. 

"As to what steps may be taken for 
the supplying of additional water to the 
city during the summer," continued Aid. 
Hall. "1 am sure I ean't say. 1 person- 
ally have absolutely no scheme, and ii 
is with the hope that Home of the 601" 
rials in touch with the situation may- 
be able to originate some idea, Unit I 
am asking that the reports he called 
for." 

It seems probable that steps will lie 
taken for the relief of the city during 
the dry weather, by improving the pres- 
ent works at Elk Lake, so as to make 
more water available. The city is at 
present in possession of complete plans 
of the lake and the surrounding country, 
ami surveys showing that much more 
water than is at present being drawn 
In- the city from tin; lake, could be se- 
cured without a very large expenditure. 
It is understood that. the. surveyors who 
have been working there for some time 
past are of the opinion that tlie capacity 
of the works at Elk Lake could be in- 
creased by one-kalf, while it may oven 
be possible to double the present output.

BE GREAT SUCCESS 



All Preparations are Made for 
the Exhibition Open ng 
Next Thursday 



Next week tho feathered aristocracy 
of Vancouver Island will hold tho placo 
of honor in Victoria. The occasion Is 
the sixth annual exhibition of the Vic- 
toria Poultry and Pet Stock associa- 
tion, that will be opened to the pub- 
lic in the market hall by His Honor 
the Lieutenant Governor at 2:30 p.m. 
on Thursday next, Jan. 24. A full pro- 
gramme for the week is: Monday 
and Tuesday, reception of exhibits; 
Wednesday, judging day; Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday, tho exhibition. 
Everyone purchasing a ticket will bo 
entitled to a chance for the tombola 
prize, a Petaluma Incubator of CO-egg 
capacity. 

No less than 1,016 entries have been 
received. They include, in addition 
to poultry, pigeons, hares, rabbits and 
Guinea pigs. In the smaller classes 
exhibits by the younger generation 
have not been neglected and suitable 
prlxes will reward each boy and girl 
who has entered pets to be passed 
upon by the judge. 

Chickens a Feature 

But the chickens will be the lead- 
ing feature. The place of pre-emin- 
ence must be given to a breed of 
Mediterranean origin, the Leghorns, 
from a city usually associated with 
hats, but occupying the foremost at 
the forthcoming show by reason of 
tin; largest number of entries. A va- 
riety of American inception, tlie Wy- 
andotte, conies second, followed very 
closely by the Orpingtons, named after 
a little town in Suffolk, Eng., that 
owes its prominence entirely to the 
heavy pluinaged buff, white and black 
chickens, the offshoot of a favorite va- 
riety originated there. 

Though it was expected that "Amer- 
ica's business lien," the Plymouth 
Rock would reach first place, In the 
forthcoming exhibition, It has been 
relegated to fourth: This is not by 
reason of want of quality, but rather 
because local breeders have been en- 
abled, by reason of the mild climate 
of Vancouver Island to take up and 
breed to efficiency chickens of some- 
what less robust constitution, but 
more succulent ^astronomically. As 
for eggs, their story will be told be- 
fore the exhibition closes. 

A brand new variety, only brought 
to the standard of stability in time 
for the nig exhibitors at Boston, Mass., 
last year will be displayed. It is the 
Partridge Rock, reputed to be a cross 
between the Plymouth Rock and Par- 
tridge Cochin. J. Woods, of this city, 
will exhibit this variety and his lim- 
ited oxperience of It tends to show 
that It will rapidly become a favorite. 
San Juan Fanciers 

Mottled Anconas, another Mediter- 
ranlan breed, exhibited on the coast 
for the tirst time, will be shown by a 
San Juan island fancier, who hopes to 
secure one of the best prizes as a nov- 
elty In tlie show. There will also bo 
first' class exhibits of Buff Cochins, 
Black Javas and Hbudohs, all some- 
what novelties, and tending to show 
the enormous variety of plumage that 
has been developed among high-class 
birds. 

In the bantam class there will also 
bo an unique display.

Though small, fanciers say that it 
shows tlie highest development In con- 
tour and plumage, possible nnd will, 
as the specimens shown are first class, 
receive a very high percentage in the 
scoring of points. 

Pigeons will lie displayed in many 
varieties. To the novice the catalogue 
comes somewhat of a surprise. Includ- 
ed In the list of varieties are, in addi- 
tion the well known classes, such cog- 
nomens as nuns, helmets, owls, dra- 
goons, blondlnettes and archangels. 
And then there are cftnarles In eleven 
different classes, of which the Nor- 
wich breed has no less than six di- 
visions. But, for this pet singing bird, 
Interest will chiefly centre around 
class No. 12-1 in which tlie prize is to 
lie given for the best canary of any 
variety, British or foreign. 

Well Represented 

Though not coming within tlie first 
four, when number of entries of chick- 
ens are considered, the Black Mlnor- 
cas and Rhode island Reds are partic- 
ularly well represented. Belgian hares 
will be displayed In profusion, one ex- 
hibitor showing no less than thirty 
specimens, all of which are expected to 
score very high. As an instance of 
tho quality that will characterize the 
entries of this breeder, it may bo men- 
tioned that he sold, a few days ago, 
a young pair for $16. 

All In all, the exhibition that will 
be thrown open on Thursday after- 
noon promises to be a most successful 
Inaugural Bhow for the season of 1007. 
At a well attended meeting of the as- 
sociation, held in tlie Queen's hotel 
parlors last night, every arrangement 
was gone over carefully and final de- 
tails attended to. Exhibitors are re- 
minded that their entries must be on 
hand, at latest, by 1 p. m. on Tuesday, 
and also that every boat and train 
will be met by a committee of the so- 
ciety.

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THE GENERAL OUTLOOK 

l'esterday was nomination day, and 
ihe present is a fitting occasion to take 
ii general glance over tlu> province and 
speak of the outlook for election day. 
We thin!; it is distinctly favorable to 
the government. It is not the policy of 
the Colonist to make extravagant claims 
of success. We know very well that, 
under the most favorable circumstances, 
a newspaper only receives full reports 
of one side of the ease. The old saying 
that one story is good until another has 
been told, applies with peculiar force 
to politics. It is not our intention this 
morning to go into any great detail, but 
if we take the constituencies in which 
Victorians have a sort of personal in- 
terest, because they are near by, we 
have the city, Esquimau, Saanlch, The 
Islands, and Cowlchan. These constitu- 
encies elect eight representatives to the 
legislature, and In the last House of 
these one, Esquimau, was represented 
by a supporter of the government, and 
the other seven members were in opposi- 
tion. Indeed these constituencies sent 
to the House almost one-half the 
strength of the Opposition. We do not 
believe that the most enthusiastic Lib- 
eral anticipates that, when the votes 
n'ro counted on February 2nd, these con- 
stituencies will be represented by seven 
Liberals and one Conservative. We are 
not going to particularize as to who will 
bo elected in any one of them. We 
shall content ourselves . with the broad, 
general statement, that the present out- 
look is that out of these eight seats the 
government will have more than a ma- 
jority. The opinion of the people has 
changed since 1003. Our best advices 
are, that the government will have a 
majority of all The Island members, 
and we do not think that the Liberals 
think any differently. On the -Mainland 
tilings look very. satisfactory to the gov- 
ernment. We know that the Liberals of 
Victoria assort, the contrary, hut they 
have no means of ascertaining tlie tem- 
per of the people, which are not avail- 
able to any one else. There will doubt- 
less be changes in some constituencies, 
but on the whole the government stands 
to come out with a very substantial ma- 
jority. It is said that the Uossland scat 
will very likely be lost by Mr. Mnedon- 
ald, and the two Cariboo seats are said 
to be safely Conservative. We see no 
reason for supposing that the govern- 
ment, while it may lose some Mainland 
seats, will not have a larger following 
from that part: of the province than it 
bad in the late House, and when the 
Island majority Is added to this, the 
position of the ministry will be one, 
which every person, who can take an 
unprejudiced view of the situation. 
Wishes it to occupy in (he interest of 
the provincial welfare. Our .summing 
up of the situation on Nomination Day 
is that the government will come out 
of the election with a strong working 
majority over all other parties.

ELECTRIFICATION OF THE V. & S. 

For some lime past there have been 
reports that the Victoria & Sidney rail- 
way would be- converted into an electric 
road. We regard such a thing as high- 
ly probable. In fact, a Victoria gentle- 
man, now in the East, is engaged, 
among other tilings, in an endeavor to 
interest capital in the establishment of 
electric railway service that will take 
in the whole Saanich Peninsula. We 
are rather inclined to the opinion that 
the interests of the Peninsula would bo 
better served by an independent line, 
that would follow the East road, cross 
lo the west from some .point near 
Sidney, and extend down the west side 
of the Peninsula. By '''independent" 
we do not mean that the proposed elec- 
tric railway should not be a part of the 
V. & S. system, but only that more than 
one line of rails would be necessary, if 
the interests of the people are to be 
properly provided fov. There can he no 
doubt as to the future of that highly fer- 
tile area lying belwcem Saanich Ann 
and I bo East coast of the Island. It 
will assuredly ■ be cut tip into small 
farms. It will be one of the most dense- 
ly populated pnrts of Canndn. There is 
probably no place in the whole country 
where the conditions of life are ensier 
than on the Peninsula. As a rule the 
soil is very fertile; the climate is very 
enjoyable, and fruit culture in all linos 
can be- carried on successfully. The 
vision of a prophet: is not necessary to 
foresee what the condition of such a 
favored locality must be, not nt some 
rcuioto date, but in the immediate fu-

A POINT FOR SAANICH 

In nearly every election there is 
more or less of a complaint that the 
government has done very little for 
farming. There Is not much that a 
government can do for farming. Of 
all industries that is one that depends 
most upon causes beyond the control 
of legislation or departmental ad- 
ministration. Rarely Is it the good 
fortune of a government to discover a 
line of activity, which directly bene- 
fits the farming community in a way 
that Is apparent to all observers. Un- 
der the intelligent direction of Mr. 
Tatlow, the provincial Department of 
Agriculture has been very active dur- 
ing the last three and a half years, 
especially in connection with fruit 
raising. Exhibits of our fruit have 
been sent where they would do tin; 
most good, the possibility of prollt- 
able shipments to distant markets 
has been established and every avail- 
able means has been adopted to make 
known the great value of our fruit 
lands. The result Is that throughout 
all Canada, the United Kingdom and 
the United States, people who desire 
to obtain a small area in a good cli- 
mate, upon which they can carry on 
fruit raising, know that in British Co- 
lumbia such land can be obtained. 
What Is of special interest to the 
farmers of Saanich is that these peo- 
ple know that they can get such land 
on the Saanich Peninsula. Tbero Is 
probably not a real estate firm in 
Victoria, which docs not dally re- 
ceive Inquiries from people peeking 
fruit lands In this vicinity. The ef- 
fect of this is seen In the apprecia- 
tion of the value of Saanich farm 
lands. Every Saanich farmer knows 
that, if he wants to sell his farm at 
a good price, he has only to place It 
on the market. He knows also that 
the beginning only of the advance in 
values has been witnessed. 

Let every Saanich farmer ask him- 
self why this state of things bus come 
about. Let him ask himself if It would 
have come about, if the provincial gov- 
ernment had not been alive to its 
duty in the premises. lie will be 
compelled to admit that, while the 
government may not be entitled to all 
the credit, it certainly is to a very 
large share of it. He will admit that 
when the opportunity offered for the 
government to do something for the 
fruit Industry, and thereby add to the 
value of every aero of fruit land in 
the Saanich Peninsula, the necessary 
stops were intelligently and promptly 
taken. We admit that the greater 
part of the active work was done by 
.Mr. R. M. Palmer, but Mr. Palmer 
wus under the direction of Mr. Tat- 
low, who is entitled to the credit of 
having realized the timeliness of such 
action as that gentleman was auth- 
orized to take. 

The action of the government in 
rogard to the Inspection of fruit and 
the extermination of fruit pests has 
been highly satisfactory. The regu- 
lations have been enforced, but with 
discrimination. Necessarily In some 
cases individuals have had to suffer, 
but this is Inevitable, if proper pro- 
tection is to be afforded. Fruit grow- 
ers and dealers appreciate this. Our 
fruit Is getting a good name; the 
fruit-growing industry Is being ren- 
dered more certain; new markets are 
being opened for the products of our 
orchards. There may be nothing very 
spectacular in such matters. They are

PRESENTS HIS REPORT 



Makes Recommendations for the 
Coming Year — System's 
Operations in 1906 



Ills Worship the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen: 

Dears Mrs,— I beg to submit my minimi 
report Oil the Victoria water works for 
tile year llXlli. 

The North Dairy pinup was operated 
continuously, being only shut down dur- 
ing the period 1 of the annual Inspection. 
During the year there were pumped -117, ■ 
441, ^'4 gallons, eo.ua! to I.l'US.SSS gallons 
per day, which, added to the aniouiH 
supplied by the 12-liieb main, would give 
nu approximate ayei'UKC dully consump- 
tion of 1,S.")0,0IK) gallons. The Yates street 
station was operated from tlie tlth of 
May until the Wth of September, pump- 
ing during that time to tile high levels 
13,915,380 gallons. 

There were more complaints than usual 
this summer about the shortness of 
water, and there Is no doubt Unit for two 
months In the year these complaints 
were well founded. We are supplying all 
that -.ye posslblv can with the present 
means, nnd Jf it were not for the num- 
ber of meters Installed, matters would 
be In n much worse state than they are, 
and until the present supply Is augmented 
In some way (he state of affairs is going 
to go from bod to worse. Two by-laws 
were submitted to the- .ratepayers having 
In view the improvement of the system, 
and both were defeated; one provided 
for the placing of a pump on the 121 nch 
main to Increase Its canaclt.f, and the 
other contemplated substituting a 24-lnch 
main for the present 12-lnch. Both 
schemes having been defeated, there was 
nothing done during 1000 to relieve the 
situation, .-uul It Is imperative on the 
council of 1!H>7 to provide some means ot 
giving a belter supply during the sum- 
mer months, During nine months of the 
year we have no trouble unless there Is 
u heavy frost, hut during the remaining 
thrco wo are utterly uuuble to supply 
the demand. 'Phis is readily accounted 
for when It Is remembered that our dally 
consumption is In the neighborhood of 
two .million gallons per day, but during 
the summer mouths the maximum hourly 
consumption it at tile rate of I! million 
gallons per day, uul with uialn supply 
pipes, capable of supplying only 3.4 mil- 
lion gallons per day, It !s very easy to he 
seen that some one has to ho short, the 
result being that in some districts there 
is more than enough water, whilst In 
others there Is practically none. This 
state of affairs Is most unsatisfactory 
from a lire protection point of view, and 
we may consider ourselves lucky that a 
large lire did not happen during the con- 
gested period. 

Elk lake did not 1111 up last year by 20 
inches, consequently on the 12th of Octo- 
ber the water in the lake reached- tlie 
lowest level vet recorded, (il'i inches be- 
low II. W. M. It has, however, since 
then risen 40 Vi Inches, and I lock to Its 
dually .reaching the top, If not overflowing, 
before this winter is over. This ex- 
treme low water caused masses of ulgue. 

which are not generally a i, to become 

exposed 1 and decomposed, and thus give 
lishv taste to the water, which, perhaps, 
not of Itself harmful, was decidedly ob- 
jectionable to the taste. In consequence 
of this the council passed a by-law 
(which did not have to be voted on by 
the ratepayers) to borrow on the credit 
of the water rates, .$17,000 to be expended 
on cleaning the lakes and erecting a fence 
around u portion of the shores. The 
contract for the fence has been let, con- 
sequently for the future It will he im- 
possible " for people to water their teams 
in the lake as has been the custom in the 
past; considerable work has been done In 
the way of cleaning up the shores of Hie 
lake and removing the dead timber, and a 
marked difference in - appearance Is el- 
ivadv noticeable. 

The lawsuit between the corporation 
and the Esquimau Wuter Works Co. re- 
garding the waste water at: Goldstrea.n 
terminated in favor of the hitter company, 
the case was appealed to the Full 
Court, and a puclgmont Is dally expected. 
Overtures were made by the council to 
the compact with a view to ascertaining 
whether some arrangement might be 
made to E-.-qulrc the works of the com- 
pany, or to be supplied by them with 
water, but nothing came of them, conse- 
quently .matters regarding Coldstream are 
no further advanced than I hey were at this 
time hist year. 

Seeing no pessinlllty of acquiring Cold- 
stream, the council turned its attention 
to Mlllst.reani. rising nnd Hewing through 
what is known as the Highland District. 
It appearing that a large quantity of 
water flower down the stream, tlie coun- 
cil erected four weirs to ascertain whal 
quantity of water actually was available, 
three which govern the rest Is fitted 
with an automatic .register which meas- 
ures every gallon of water passing over 
the weir. The gauge was put In place on 
tlie SSIst of October, and during the 72 
days between that and the end of tlie 
year there passed over the weir l,-l">7,53o.- 
182 gallons, or a dally average of 20,243,54:1 
gallons, and If this average can be kept 
up for Hie next 00 days it will give suffi- 
cient water to supply from 7 to 7% mil- 
I lion gallons of water per day for the 
entire year. Allowing for a consump- 
tion of 2 million gallons per day, tlie>-e 
I Ho wed into F,lk lake during the same

Had the council is- 
tened to the opposition to meters, there 
are certain parts of the city that would 
be perfectly dry for tin.- entire summer. I 
trust that' the' council will see Its way 
to ordering at least 500 meters the com- 
lug spring. The objection to meters does 
nut seem to he so great ns formerly, nnd 
I am sure that were everyone motored, a 
large portion, If not al', of the opposition 
to meters would cease. 

I would recommend that certain amend- 
ments be asked to the Water Works Act. 
which on some points has rather out- 
grown ilseir. Those are: The more effee- 
tun! registering of unpaid water rates 
aralnst Hie property; the selling of water 
fin- power purposes; and the extension of 
the powers of selling water outside the 
City limits, more particularly to neigh- 
boring municipalities. 

Power should also be asked to have the 
water revenue applied for water works 
purposes only. The act nt present: says 
thot the revenues from the waier works 
"shall be paid over lo the treasurer 
the council for any purpose they may 
and shall make part of the general funds 
of the corporation, and may be applied 
accordingly''; tlipt Is to say, the water 
works .revenue Is on the same fooling nu 
taxes, licenses, etc.; and may he used by 
the eouhel for any purpose they niny 
think lit. In fact, the council are not un- 
der the act hound to spend' any till n,2 on 
the wafer works unions they choose. lly 
accumulating tho revenue in a fund,, it 
would not he necessary when occasion 
arises to borrow money, or make an exj 
tri >.rd!narv djinund on the revenue of 
the corporation, to the detriment of other 
departments. At tlie siiiiue time It 111 licit 
not be forgotten that, owing to the small 
revenue and lar^o payments for Interest 
nnd sinking fund during the early days of 
the water works, the water works now 
owes the city the sum of $110,024.20. This 
amount was formerly much larger, but 
has been greatly reduced in late years. >

where the water works should 1 ho treated 
as a separate department, as was Un- 
original intention of the act. I fancy it 
would be hard to find a city of :«),000 lu- 
haAdtanta where the management of the 
water works is merged in one office, and 
the bookkeeping tacked on to another; in 
the past, for the sake, of economy, this 
may have been advisable, but that time 
has surely passed, and I trust that the 
Incoming council will see (It -lo anske the 
water works sl-parale from the other de- 
partments, and provide for n modern, up- 
to-date system of accounting and records, 
which are impossible under present ar- 
rangements. The necessity for this is- 
even more emphatic If large new works 
are to be undertaken In the near future. 

One hundred' and foTty-fils services were 
connected- during liMKi, being 10 less than 
the previous year, but, as already men- 
tioned, I expect a large Increase during 
the present year. 

The rainfall at Klk lake for the year

PARTICULARS APPLY TO 



} With the advent of warmer ' wcath- 
j cr, building eiperallpns which had 
been partially suspended during- the 
i cold spell, are showing signs of re- 
I newed activity. Work has been re- 
sumed on several buildings throughout 
i ho city, and plans are now being 
made for the commencement of oper- 
ations on several new Jobs. 

Among the building operations which 
will be undertaken shortly, is the con- 
struction of a big grain elevator In 
connection with tho Sylvester Feed 
company's store on Yates street, just 
above Douglas. Messrs. Hooper Ss 
Watkins are preparing t lie plans, and 
it is expected that tenders will be 
called for within the next few days. 
The elevator which will be of brick, 
will be four storeys in height, and 
will have an area of one hundred by 
seventeen feet.

The plans have been completed and 
the contracts will soon be let for the 
proposed additions and alterations to 
the works of the Victoria Phoenix 
Brewing company. Three extensions 
will include a new bottling shed and 
commodious stables. All the new 
buildings will be substantially con- 
structed of brick, with iron roofs, and 
the fittings both for the new bottling 
works and for the stables will be of 
the most modern and up-to-date char- 
acter. The stables, particularly will 
be models of their kind, the comfort 
of the horses being provided for in 
every way possible. It is estimated 
that- the- total cost of the improvements 
to the brewery will total to over $10, , 
000. 

A lino residence is In course of 
construction on Fort street, for S. A, 
Bantly, the cigar manufacturer. It' 
will cost in the neighborhood of $5,- 
000. 

Tenders have beeVi received for the 
construction of the proposed new 
wharf for the Alaska Steamship com- 
pany, on James Bay, and the offers of 
the contractors are now receiving the 
attention of the authorities of the 
company, at the head offices In Seat- 
tle.

Re- 
ported mutiny at penitentiary, contain- 
ing 5(10 prisoners. 1 ! Governor considers 
whole situation well In hand. Four 
hundred and t'otrty* -dead accounted for. 
.Still many bodfes in the ruins. Many 
Americans sailed for New York via 
steamer Prince Friedxlch on the 17th. 
Am sending full extract of Davis' re- 
port over Cuba telegraph. 

A despatch as reached the state de- 
partment via Holland Bay, Jamaica, 
from tho United States consul at Port 
Antonio, which aoys*: "No casualties 
Port Antonio. Some properly dam- 
aged here. People terrified. Business 
suspended." 

New York. Jam. 1U. — Tho steamer 
Attrato. which saiU<rd. from Kingston, 
Jamaica, on Mon-ftsy, iilue Liulu'c. oc- 
fore the earthquako-t arrived hero today 
with 42 saloon passengers, most of 
thein returning tourists.

CRD JED AND BURNED 
IN RAILROAD WRECK 



Two Trains Crashed Together 
and Several People 
Were Killed 

- : ■■ 

Chicago, Jan. 3!),— ^Passenger train 
No. 38, eastbouud, on the Big Four rail- 
road, collided heud-on witli westbound 
freight train No. 95 at Fowler, Indiana, 
a small town ;15 miles wes:t of Lafay- 
ette, about 2:1!0 o'clock this morning, 
hilling nna injuring a number of per- 
sons, variously estimated at from 1!) to 
l!o, Tho passenger train, whiOii left 
Chicago at 11 :i>0 o'clock last night, was 
known as the "Queen . City Special," 
and consisted of a combination buggltgB 
and day couch, three sloepiug cars and 
the private car of t'. E. $chuif, vice- 
president of tlie road. The train was 
running at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour, and the force of the collision was 
so great that the tender uf tlie passen- 
ger engine was driven the entire length 
of the combination car, iu which were 
a number of passengers, estimated at 
from 10 to 25. 

All the dead and injured were taken 
from the wreckage of this car, none of 
the passengers in the sleepers having 
been hurt. Soon afterwards the coach- 
es, except the private car of Vice-presi- 
dent S'-haff, were destroyed. 

L'iiiu li. Harris, an attorney uf Chi- 
cago, who was en route to Florida, was, 
as far as is known, the only person to 
escape from the combination car. He 
reached Lafayette on another train and 
reported that the dead and injured as 
fast as they were taken from the wreck- 
| age, were 'placed first in the Cincinnati 
1 sleeper. This car caught lire, and the 
victims were hastily removed to the 
next car, the Indianapolis sleeper. The 
lire also spread to this car, and it be- 
came necessary again to trausfer tlie 
dead and injured, this time to Vice-pres- 
ident Sehaff's private car, in which 
thev were taken to division headquar- 
ters at Kankakee, 111. One passenger 
was pinned under some of tlie wreckage 
and burned to death. The engineer of 
the passenger was seriously injured, but 
will survive. The fireman of one of the 
engines was crushed to death. His 
body was recovered According to Mr. 
Harris, both trains had orders to stop 
at Fowler, but the passenger tram ran 
by the block signal, which the engineer 
Cailcd to see on account of the fog. 
Vice-president Schaff was not on board 
the train, but his wife occupied the priv- 
ate car. She was not injured.

T, Hardakej:, of this city, who have 
been on a holiday trip to tlie Antipodes, 
returned home by tlie steamer. Other 
passengers included Rev. Edward W. 
Matthews, secretary of the British & 
Foreign Society of Liinehouse, London; 
Mr. and Mrs. W. Taylor, of Vancouver; 
Judge D. .Scott. , There were Jap- 
anese iu the stoarage from Honolulu. 
Tlie steamer brought a large cargo, iu- 
cluding raw sugar, onions, timber, wool, 
furskius, cocoauut oil, butter, preserved 
meats, carcases of mutton, and other 
Australian products.

Ottawa, Out., Jan. 1.— Highly -signifi- 
cant is the expedition sent by the Lau- 
rier government to British Columbia 
to fight against Premier JIcBrlde and 
his cabinet in the provincial election 
now being held. The intention oC the 
Federal ministry to interfere was de- 
cided upon at a meeting attended by 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier, Mr. Frank Oliver, 
Jir. Ternpleman, and Mr. Clifford Sif- 
ton. 

At that caucus the situation, was 
thoroughly discussed, and the deter- 
mination to offer the conduct of the 
campaign to Governor Mclnnes, of the 
Yukon was decided upon. Mr. Mclnnes 
is to be financed from Ottawa and Is 
to be accompanied by a number of 
machine M. P.'s who will take charge 
of various districts. 

Although renouncing his governor- 
ship Mr. Mclnnes is not to suffer by 
defeat. It has been agreed that when 
the campaign is over the Ottawa cab- 
inet will appoint Mr. Mclnnes to an- 
other office as a reward for his ser- 
vices in trying to bring British Colum- 
bia under the SJfton-Oliver Influence. 
Why Laurier Interferes. 
The Interference of the Laurier gov- 
ernment Is based upon three consid- 
erations. In the first place the Ottawa 
Liberal leaders are particularly anx- 
ious to have all the provinces . under 
their own direction 1 , They have the 
East organized In this manner, and the 
local administrations are extremely 
useful in Federal elections. 

Throughout the Maritime Provinces 
the Liberal governments have control 
of the franchise and of the election 
machinery. This fact of Itself is im-, 
portant to the Ottawa party, because 
the voters' lists can be and are mani- 
pulated for party ends. In Quebec a 
similar situation has been created. 
There some twenty thousand voters 
are disfranchised. 

It was the same In Ontario until 
freedom was achieved. The Laurier 
government had the use of the ballot- 
I box stuffing machinery of Ontario for 
years, and In the last campaign its 
two candidates, Lott and Shlbley, Im- 
! ported the bogus ballot-boxes, and it is 
I believed that these men acted with the 
] full concurrence of the machine. 

The Subsidy Question. 
While the great aim of th^ Laurier 
government Is to get. British Colum- 
bia, as well as the other provinces, In- 
to its control that the Provincial gov- 
ernment may be used for the political 
lends of the Federal machine, Sir Wll- 
I frld Laurier has two other matters in 
j view. One of these is the settlement of 
I the subsidy question In such a way as 
' to deprive British Columbia of the 
I financial consideration it asks, and the 
other Is the bonuslng of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, 
j Tito first matter is very important to 
tho West. When Premier McBride was 
here attending the provincial confer- 
I ence he found himself opposed by all 
I of the provincial premiers who had 
i been brought in to offer obstruction to 
the financial claims of British Colum- 
bia. Mr. McBride pointed out tlint the 
'situation of his province was excep- 
tional, and that the expense of admin- 
istration was augmented by the con- 
5j ; formation of tho province, and by other 
B ' obvious circumstances. 

To reason the opposing premiers 
would not listen, and as a consequence 
while an addition to tho subsidy has 
been acceded to. subject to legislation 
hi Britain for which the Laurier gov- 
ernment may never ask, the claims of 
British Columbia arc rejected, if the 
jj I Laurier government con affect the do- 
1 ffca1 of Ml'. McBride it will get rid of 
m 'this question, because lis own friends 
arc under an obligation not to press it. 

Bonuses for the G. T. P. ,. 1 I 
Tho Grand Trunk Pacific question 
Is not less Important (ban the sub- I 
sidy issue. It appears flint when the I 
Ottawa government, altered the Grand I 
Trunk plans for nilfntsslon to the 
West, it increased the cosl or con- I 
st ruction and of operation very large- 
ly. In fact, the government, proposi- 
tion, especially as regards the line In 
Now Brunswick, was so unbusiness- 
like thai It staggered the Grand Trunk 
people. 

In order to reconcile the railway 
Hi company to the altered arrangement, 
'the Ottawa ministers agreed to force 
the Dominion parliament to build the 
eastern end of the railway at public 



expense, and undertook to set bonuses 
for tho other parts of the lino from 
the provinces through which the road 
runs. The Ross government was then 
in power In Ontario, and, as this Ad- 
ministration was under the Influence 
of the Ottawa politicians, it was ap- 
pealed to first to contribute a sub- 
sidy. 

Mr. Ross at once consented, and, as 
a consequence, a measure was passed 
through the Ontario house granting 
$2,000 cash and 6,000 acres of land for 
every mile of railway built by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific from Fort Wil- 
liam to the connection with the main 
line to Winnipeg. This grant aggro- 
gates $-100,000 and 1,200.000 acres of 
Ontario land. • _. 

Looking to the West. 

When the deal with the Ross gov- 
ernment was completed, British Col- 
umbia was invited to follow suit. The 
railway was to pass through "a rich 
section of that province. It would 
develop a new part of British Colum- 
bia. Sir Wilfrid Laurier had intimat- 
ed that the provinces would give lib- 
erally to the enterprise. Why should 
not British Columbia contribute 0,000 
acres of agriculture!! land, of coal 
mines, and of gold mines per mile to 
the railway buildeiv, .' ; 

The proposition caihe before Premier 
McBride. That gentleman, a true 
British Columbian, promptly declined 
to consider it. If was pointed out that 
the property of the province was the 
property of the people, and that it 
was not necessary to give this pro- 
perty away In order to get the new 
road*, for the Dominion had already 
aided that enterprise. Under these 
circumstances. It was impossible for 
the Ottawa government to carry out 
Its promise to the Grand Trunk Pacific 
that it should have a large section of 
British Columbia as its reward ton 
shouldering the enormous and unbusi- 
nesslike scheme that the Ottawa poli- 
ticians had devised. 

The Ottawa ministers have since 
been considering bow best they can 
reach the ■ •nd at which they have 
aimed, namely, the fulfilment of the 
promise to the Grand Trunk Pacific. 
Their view is that the defeat of Mr. 
McBride. the guardian of the public 
property, is the key to the situation, 
and it is in order to accomplish this 
end that they arc sending the Mclnnes 
expedition to the coast, it Is fully 
understood that at the end of the cam- 
paign Mr. Mclnnes will receive a hand- 
some reward from the Ottawa griv- 
ernment.

COAL TAXES JUMP 
OF $1.00 PER TON 



Owing to Increased Demand and 
ScarcLy of Labor Dealers 
Increase Price 



An increase of $1 a ton has been 
declared in the price of eoul. A few 
days ago the local dealers received 
notification from the mines to the ef- 
fect that the wholesale price of coal 
'would be increased titty cents a ton. 
As a result hereafter the citizens of 
Victoria will be charged $1 a ton more 
for coal than In the past, — that is if 
they wish to get their fuel on credit. 
If they pay cash on ordering they may 
get their coal at ti raise of only ti5 
cents per ton on the previous price. 

"Wo have aranged," said J. King- 
ham to the Colonist yesterday, "that 
wherever cash Is paid on ordering, we 
will allow a discount of D per cent. 
As the price o£ large lump coal will 
he $7.50 a ton instead of $ti.50 you will 
see that a discount of 6 per cent will 
bring the price down to $7.1ii a 
ton. We are. taking step In the hope 
that we may reduce the number ot 
our book orders. The amounts out- 
standing on our books have grown be- 
yond all proportions, and we have been 
absolutely" forced to do something to 
encourage people to pay cash. We 
shall not allow the. discount on coal 
paid for on delivery, but only on that 
which Is paid for on ordering." 

'•Regarding the raising of the re- 
tail price over the increase declared 
by the wholesalers," said Mr, King- 
ham, "we have been obliged to make 
some slight Increase on account of 
the extreme shortage of labor Which 
is now prevailing, and the high price 
that we have to pay for men. We have 
found that men will not work handling 
bal, except as a las', resource, and 
to get men at all we have to pay hlsh 
vages. The cost of screening, of 
■licking, of delivering the coal, In fact 
C all the operations connected with 
he business has been much higher 
his year than In any previous year."

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dorground laborers have been in- 
creased ten per cent, while the West- 
ern Fuel company has decided that 
for tho remainder or January tho 
earnings of all day laborers shall be 
increased five per cent. After Feb- 
ruary 1, an increase of ten per cent 
will come into effect. 

Tho output of the mines has been 
gradually increasing during tho last 
few weeks. Immediately after the 
New Year It had fallen to between 
lour and live hundred tons a day be- 
low the average owing to sickness 
among the miners. Lagrlppo now ap- 
pears to be disappearing from tho col- 
lieries, nnd tho men are now mostly 
at work again.- It is hoped that the 
output may reach the average again 
within the next few days. 

Coal still continues scarce, although 
the local dealers do not anticipate se- 
rious shortage, and feel confident that 
thoy will be able to fulfill all orders. 
And tills despite the fact that the de- 
mand continues to be greater than 
over before in tho history of the city. 
Tho rapidity with which the coal is 
disposed of as soon as it arrives in 
town. has. however, so far, prevented 
the dealers from establishing any re- 
sorve of fuel. The retailers always 
liko to have a score or so tons on hand 
In order that should the communica- 
tion with the mines be cut off for a 
day or two. they would be able to 
keep tho city supplied. As things are 
at present, however, tho, close of each 
day just about sees the bins of the 
dealers emptied, and It Is not regard- 
ed as probable that It will bo found 
possible to cstnhiish any reserve of 
coal until fhe;£»«&3lng of wjnter brings 
a Blackening cf.ufif the demand.

A CURIOUS CLOCK. 

Novel Timeoioce Made by a German 
H orologist.

sphere Is made of copper, and the 
oceans and continents are laid on the 
surface of that metal in enamel. Tho 
globe Is made In two parts, the north- 
ern hemisphere and the southern 
hemisphere, united by a large circular 
hand, representing the equator, and Is 
divided to mark the twenty four hours. 
It Is In equilibrium In a Gardanlc sus- 
pension. 

The movement of the clock has a 
cylinder escapement and runs eight 
days. The winding Is done at the low- 
est part — that is, at the south pole. In 
two holes made In that part the two 
tines of a special key are inserted 
and the globe Is then turned, like the 
knob of a stem winder. The barrel Is 
In the centre of the globe and turns 
once every twenty-four hours. It drives 
a pipo whose extremity projects 
through tho north polo of the sphere 
and carries a hand ornamented with a 
sun. At the lower end of this tube the 
weight |s attached, which gives the de- 
sired Inclination to the globe. 

This weight is designed to keep tho 
hand constantly !n the same place and 
to compel the sphere, which is free, to 
turn in Its stead in the opposite dir- 
ection. The tube to which hand and the 
weight are fastened Is provided with 
an oiled bearing, so that the clock 
easily gives the correct time. The cir- 
cle marked with the hours is turned in 
such a way that tho figure twelve — 
that is, noon — is always on the merl- 
dlan of the, place where the clock is. In 
this way, the hand remaining fixed, 
the time is Indicated by the figures 
which slowly resolve one after the 
other. Besides this, the rotation of the 
sphere brings the different meridians 
successively under the hand— -that Is, 
under the sun. The clock therefore not 
only gives the time of day where it 
actually Is, but also shows whereabout 
on the globe It is noon at the same 
moment.

Most Disastrous Day at Sea. 

Sir Henry Hozler, who has just re- 
tired from Lloyd's after thirty-two 
years' service, said that the most dis- 
astrous day at sea he could remember 
was In October, 1881, when 108 vessels 
were posted as lost In twelve hours. 
When a vessel is lost It Is announced 
bv tolling of tin; bell which hftnga he- 
side the crier's box. It is tolled once 
when a vessel comes to port. The bell 
belonged to the Lundino, a vessel 
which went down In the Zuyder /.eo 
over a century ago ^C'lth a million and 
a half In coin on board, out of which 
less than a million was wrenched 
from the jaws of tho sea. 



In the British navy, to say that a 
thing is a custom of the service is to saj 
that it must be done that way and no 
other. 1 

It is nowhere laid down, for instance, 
that tin; senior officer shall always enter 
a boat last and leave it first; but the 
expression on a certain captain's face 
might have led one to believe that one 
of the laws of the Modes and Persians 
had been broken when, on taking the 
newly joined chaplain ashore with him 
on one occasion he said, "Now then, 
padre, jump in," and the reverend gen- 
tleman politely replied, "After you, sir." 

The custom is one of tho oldest in tho 
service, says the Grand Magazine. it 
doubtless dates from before the days of 
Drake, if not, indeed, from those of 
Xoah himself, probably the last to enter 
the ark after all his juniors and proteges 
had been safely embarked. 

The gunroom mess consists of tho sub- 
lieutenants, all other commissioned ofii- 
cers) of equivalent rank and all midship- 
men and cadets.

Nothing must be out of place and 
nothing must be left lying about; hut 
sailors, like other mortals, are only hu- 
man, and consequently leave articles of 
clothing and personal property in places 
where they ought not lo. This i.s an of- 
fence for which they are liable lo disci- 
plinary punishment; but a brilliant 
though unknown oflicer many years ago 
devised a scheme by which all the arti- 
cles thus found are promptly seized by 
the siiip's police ofllcers and put away 
in the scran bag.

quarters in keeping with Its standing, 
and the necessity for owning our 
buildings at such points will bo read- 
ily appreciated. But a creditable office 
is. also a matter of importance ut 
country points; and a proper regard 
for the comfort of tho staff has fur- 
nished an additional reason for the 
extension.' to these places of the policy 
of ownership of buildings. At very few 
of the smaller towns Is. good living ac- 
commodation readily obtainable, and, 
consequently, our young men were 
usually forced to live at hotels, and to 
spend a good many of their evenings 
in undesirable surroundings. Tills fact 
led to our adopting tho practice of 
providing the staff with apartmonts 
over the bank, anil suitable accommo- 
dation of this kind was, as a rule. Im- 
possible to obtain in rented premises. 
A considerable number of buildings 
havo boon erected during tho past 
three or four years, and, as new 
branches aro opened, wo are en- 
deavoring to acquire sites and are 
proceeding to build. Our policy in this 
matter has resulted in a generous 
treatment of tho staff, and it lias con- 
tributed in an important degree to 
strengthen the spirit of contentment 
and loyalty which prevails so general- 
ly among our officers. In this way the 
Bank is, we think, amply compensat- 
ed for the. expenditure. 

Tho annual outlay necessitated 
theso building operations is larger 
than wo could reasonably ask the 
shareholders to provide for wholly out 
of present profits, and, with a view 
lessen- the Immediate charge, as well 
as incidentally lo havo our building 
operations conducted under an offl 
ciont organization, a company lias 
boon formed under the name of tho 
Dominion' Realty Company, Limited, 
which constructs and owns our small- 
er buildings. Tills company provides a 
certain percentage of tho total cost of 
the land and buildings, which It ac- 
quires, and leases to tho Bank, by 
issues of bonds, . which arc readily 
saleable to outside, investors without 
any liability, direct or indirect, on tho 
part of tho Bank other than for the 
payment of the rentals callod for by 
tho leases. Theso rentals, while on a 
reasonable basis, as regards each in- 
dividual branch, are sufficient to retire 
I lie bonds in llfteen years. Tho re- 
mainder of the cost of tho properties 
Is provided by the Bank purchasing 
shares in tho Realty Company, the 
cost of tho same being entirely writ- 
ten off, as shown below.

In April last a terrible calamity 
overtook the City of San Francisco. 
Where we have a large and important 
business. Having regard to our long 
connection with San Francisco 
through the Bank of British Colum- 
bia, your Directors thought It only 
lilting that wo should express in a 
tangible manner our sympathy with 
the' sufferers, and they accordingly 
voted $25,000 as a contribution to the 
Relief Fund. 

In accordance with an agreement 
made in the early part of the year, 
this Bank took over, as on the 1st 
of June last, the business of the Mer- 
chants Bank of Prince Edward Is- 
land, which gave us new branches at 
Charlottetown, Summerslde, Alberton, 
Montague and Sourls, .all in Prince 
Edward Island. The branch which 
that bank had at Sydney was amal- 
gamated with our own branch there. 
The six months' experience which we 
have had with our new business gives 
us every reason to be satisfied with 
tho purchase. 

In addition to the offices thus ac- 
quired tho Bank has opened during 
tho year now branches at tho follow- 
ing points: In Alberta, at Bawlf, 
Crossfleld, Glelchcn, Leavings, Stave- 
ly, Stony Plain, Strathcona and Wet?

The increase of $300,000 in Bank 
promises account during the past year 
is attributable to a purchase of pro- 
perty in Montreul, on which it is in- 
tended to commence tho erection of a 
building in 1007. The cost of this 
building and of one already commenc- 
ed at Vancouver will necessitate a 
further increase in the amount set 
against Bank Premises in the balance- 
sheet. 

And now, with your kind permis- 
sion, I desire to make a few personal 
remarks. During tho past five years I 
have, from time to time, intimated to 
my colleagues on this ana other 
boards, and have boen promising tho 
mombers of my family and my friends 
that I would to a largo extent discon- 
tinue what has been perhaps tho too 
strenuous life I have been living for 
a good many years past; and, having 
now completed my fifty-first year of 
active business, I think tho time has 
come when I owo it to myself to carry 
out these promises and to consult my 
own inclination by retiring during the 
next few months from a number of 
positions which 1 feel can now be bet- 
ter filled by younger and more ener- 
getic men; I do this not only out of 
regard to my family and myself, hut 
also in Justice to those who are so 
much entitled and so well qualified to 
succeed mo in the several positions 
which I proposo to vacate In the dif- 
ferent corporations with which I have 
been identified for so many years. 

First In importance among these is 
tho Presidency of the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce, and in announcing to 
y^m my intention of retiring from this 
office, with which I have been so long 
honored by your Directors, you will 
allow me to recall that If is now 
twenty-one years since, In 1886, I be- 
came a Director of the Bank. At that 
time the total assets were not very 
much more than the increase in our 
assets as reported for the year just 
closed. In the course of theso twenty- 
one years I havo had the honor to oc- 
cupy the A r ice-Prosident's chair for 
two years, and the President's chair 
for seventeen years. Throughout that 
period it litis been my good fortune to 
have been associated with a most able 
and Influential Board of Directors and 
a staff of oillcers of whose ability in- 
tegrity and devotion to the interests of 
the Bank It is Impossible to speak too 
highly, and it may he truthfully said 
that no Institution hus ever been bet- 
ter served. I am sure you will all ap- 
preciate with what increasing pride 
and satisfaction I have watched tho 
rapid growth of our resources, and the 
constantly increasing aid which v,< 
have been abb: to render lo the pros 
peril v and development of our coiin 
try. 

After so long and intimate an iden 
tllicatlun with the Bank, 1 feel that It 
would not be natural for mo to sever 
wholly my connection with its affairs. 
While retiring, therefore, from the 
more onerous and more responsible 
position of president, it will give me 
much pleasure, should the sharehold- 
ers so decide, to retain my seat on the 
Board of Directors, and thus to assist 
ill some measure in securing for tho 
Bank tho continued growth and pros- 
perity which await it, and which, I 
venture to predict; will be greater in 
the next ten years than it lias been in 
the last twenty. 

Before closing my remarks, let mo 
say that if the present Board should 
be re-elected, it will afford mo much 
pleasure, with the very cordial and 
kind concurrence of our highly re- 
spected Vlce-Presidenl, Mr. Kilgour. 
to proposo as my successor in the 
Presidency our esteemed General Man- 
ager, Mr. B. E. Walker, who has filled 
the latter position since 1880 with so 
much advantage to the shareholders, 
with so much satisfaction to 
directors, and with so 



much credit to himself, It is 
indeed, to his able and untiring efforts, 
and to tho valuable assistance and co- 
operation lie has had from bis im- 
mediate associate in the general man- 
agement, and from the various man- 
agers and other members of the staff, 
that our shareholders are indebted for 
the magnificent growth of our busi- 
ness, and the high Standing attached 
by the Bank during his term of office. 

Tho General Manager then spoke as 
follows: 

Air. President and Gentlemen, — Bo- 
fore rending my report, I may be ex- 
cused if I say a few words personally. 
This is not the tlihe for me to 1 make 



fact that this generous act is entirely 
one of his own volition. Apart from 
that I. think the shareholders are to 
bo congratulated that they have in 
their President, Senator Cox, a man 
unselfish enough to consider the true 
Interest of this Bank sufficiently to bo 
willing, after vacating such an honor- 
able position, to remain on the Board 
as an ordinary Director. By such an 
arrangement wo do not lose the ad- 
vantage of his ability and of all tho 
relations which have existed for twen- 
ty years between himself and the 
other Directors, particularly between 
himself and myself. 

Genoral Manager's Addres3. 
AVo do not need to remind you that 
the year which has Just closed was 
even more remarkable for volumo of 
business and general prosperity than 
tho year preceding It, or, indeed, than 
any year in our history. It Is unfor- 
tunate that wo cannot estimate our in 
ternal trade, but we have been ablo to 
seo In every direction a pressure to 
moet the demand for goods put upon 
manufacturers, merchants, and trans- 
portation companies such us wo have 
never experienced before, -while the' 
shortage in cars and motive power, not- 
withstanding unparalleled increases of 
rolling stock, has seriously Interfered 
With tho crop movement and the gen- 
eral distribution of merchandise. Our 
foreign trade has again increased large 
ly, tho total for tho ilscal year being 
$550,854,000. The imports of $294,267,- 
000 exceed tho exports of $250,587,000 
by $37,080,000. In the previous year, 
with a total foreign trade of .$470,151,- 
000, our excess of imports was $63,- 
517,000, owing somewhat to lighter 
crops in 1904. AA'o have also Improved 
upon tho oxcess of imports in 1004, 
which was $45,000,000. The bank clear- 
ings in Canada show as follows: For 
11)05, cloven clearing houses, $3,330,- 
t;02,170; for 1906, thirteen clearing 
houses, $4,014,504,51S. 

While we aro enjoying an extraor 
dinary prosperity, there aro signs 
about us of a strain which must bring 
trouble If they are disregarded. AVe are 
a borrowing country, and wo cannot 
be reminded of this too often. As w 
lix capital in new structures, public or 
private, railways, buildings, etc., 
someone must find the capital in ex- 
cess of wdiat we can ourselves provide 
out of the saleable products of our la- 
bor. Tho number of countries willing 
to buy our securities has been stead- 
ily increasing, but we must not be 
blind, as we sometimes seem to be, to 
the fact that our power to build de- 
pends largely on whether these coun- 
tries have surplus capital to Invest. By 
meuns of the cable the trading nations 
of the world have, been brought very- 
near together, and while muny local 
panics have thus boen averted, and the 
adjustment of capital to tho world's 
needs has been greatly Improved, still, 
for the same reason, world-wldo trou- 
ble In the money markets sometimes 
arises with a suddenness which Is 
alarming to those at least who 
aro not watching for the signs. AVe 
arc passing through such a period just 
now happily without a general break- 
down, but, unless wo mend our ways, 
we are not likely to eacapo a similar 
or still worse condition next Autumn, 
which may wreck our fair prosperity. 
Europe is bearing the enormous cost 
of two great warn, both in the loss of 
capital actually destroyed and also in 
tho loss to individuals from the de- 
cline in the values of the national se- 
curities of tho countries interested in 
tho wars. And since these wars losses 
on an unexampled scale have occurred 
by earthquakes and fire. The volumo 
of trade and tho unusual amount of 
building In many countries have at 
tho same time vastly Increased the 
amount of capital required. This has 
been accompanied by a steady rise in 
prices throughout the world, and by a 
most pronounced and widespread ad- 
vance in the scale of personal expen- 
diture. It: Is true that it has also been 
accompanied by tho greatest produc- 
tion of gold and of other commodities, 
but the effect of the various Influences 
has naturally been to put upon the 
money markets a strain which has 
only just failed to cause a general 
break-down of credit. To make the 
outlook still more serious, the United 
States and other less important coun- 
tries, including Canada, contemplate 
expenditures on a very large scale for 
railway and other building. This then 
Is a time for every prudent man to 
survey carefully his financial position. 
If he has debts he should consider how 
he will pay them If he should havo to 
face world-wide stringency in money. 
Mas ho assets which the world needs 
for dally use, or assets which will sell 
only when the sun is shining'.' If lie 
Is happily In easy condition as to debt, 
he will, if lie lie wise, consider every 
circumstance arising in his business 
which tends towards debt instead of 
towards liquidation. As for those who 
are plunging in real estate at inflated 
prices and In mining slocks, nothing, 
we presume, but tho inevitable col- 
lapse which follows these seasons of 
mania will do any good. 

AVe have had during the year an 
event fortunately rather rare, the fail- 
ure of a long-established financial In- 
stitution, the Ontario Bank. Although 
tho information as to its critical posi- 
tion reached us in common with most 
of the Toronto banks, only on the day 
on which it had been practically de- 
termined that the bunk must suspend 
the next, morning, it was still possible 
by tho prompt Initiative of the Toronto 
banks to bring about in the few hours 
which remained an arrangement under 
which no delay or loss could be experi- 
enced by the creditors of the bank. 
\ r nrlous banks gave to the Bank of 
Montreal a guarantee which, in tho 
event of the affairs of the Ontario 
Bank br!::g liquidated by the Bank of 
Montreal with open doors and In ac- 
cordance with the arrangement, would i 
protect tii.'t bank against loss, if the: 
total assets, including the double lia- 
bility should prove insufficient to meet) 
tho depts. For the purposes of this nr- 
rangement the Bank of Montreal itself 
is one of the guarantors. Any liability j 
under the guarantee will be borne. In I 
proportion to tho capital of tile guar- 
anteeing banks, with a maximum In 
our case of $100,000. As the General 
Manager of the Bank of Montreal re- 
cently sold, it is not likely that any 
call will have to be mndo on the guar- 
antors, The failure is accompanied 
by circumstances which are extremely 
disgraceful, and, although it was pos- 
sible to afford prompt protection to all 
creditors, tho shareholders will suffer 
a heavy loss. 



qtiont short supply of coal 

Tho amount of building going on 
may bo judged by the figures for 
Montreal, Toronto,. Vancouver, and 
AVInnipog combined. The number of 
permits Issued was 10,273, against 8,- 
125 for 1005, while the value of build- 
ing erected was $37,405,780, against 
$28,703,040. 

At Montreal, Quebec, Halifax, and 
St. John— nt the last port In a very ro- 
markable degree— there has been an 
Increase of all business connected 
with transportation, whether In ex- 
ports, Imports, or in Immigration. In 
several respects the volume was the 
largost en record. 

The Maritime Provinces. 
Throughout the three provinces, in 
all of which we are now largely in- 
terested, there has been during tho 
past year a reasonable measure of 
prosperity. A good demand, generally 
al high prices, has existed for tho 
various products of this part of Can- 
ada, labor lias been well paid, thero 
has been more money In circulation, 
further progress has been made in 
railway and other road building, and 
In many other respects there is evi- 
dence of growth. Although the condi- 
tions as regards snow wore not al- 
together favorabl*-, the result of the 
Winter's work in lumbering was a 
largo supply of logs, almost the whole 
of which has boen sawn and the bulk 
of tho lumber sold at satisfactory 
prices. In tho early part 'of the season 



prices were high, but later there was| u l ln o 
t falling off owing to accumulated While 



beef linvo not beeu satisfactory, the 
industries connected with the dairy have 
shown unusual prosperity. The year lias 
made a record as to prices of both cheese 
and butter, and as to the totul value of 
tlie combined shipments of these arti- 
cles. The shipments from Montreal, 
covering mainly the dairy business of the 
two provinces, show a total value of 
about $20,500,000, the shipments of 
butter having fallen off In favor of 
cheese. This totul is a trifle better 
than that of 100o, which up till now 
lias held the record. As we have said, 
we cannot obtain accurate figures fur 
our interna) trade, but an estimate of 
J | the value of our dairy products in 1905, 
' for both home and foreign consumption, 
makes the total over .$^0,000,000. The 
fruit corp has not been as good as in 
recent years, but prices have been satis- 
factory. Tho shipments of apples from 
Montreal show a total of only ■107,70s 
barrels, the largest total of recent years 
being 732,004 barrels for 100:!, and the 
average of the last seven years being 
'113.480 barrels. 

The lumber business in the various 
(list riots in Quebec and Ontario has 
again witnessed an increase in prices, 
and in some grades a very large in- 
crease, having regard to the steadily 
mounting prices of recent years. Un- 
fortunately but quite naturally, the 
cost of production also continues to 
increase rapidly, and the present win- 
ter promises to be the highest (11 this 
respect. The output in some sections 
notably in the Ottawa district, was not 
quite as large as in tho previous year, 
but so far as operators had a choice, 
the cuts were its large as could bo man- 
aged. Market prices and the cost of 
production are now so high that we 
can hardly feel assured of the continu- 
ance of such a good market; however, 
everybody seems to be preparing for 
another large output, and there 
more ore less 

prices. This industry is suffering, like 
so many others, from tho extreme ililii- 
citlty of getting sufficient labor. This 
and other causes are making the cbst of 
lumber so high as to affect rents, and, 
indeed, to make the price of some grades 
of lumber, used freely a few years ago, 
well-nigh prohibitive. It will bo strange 
if this situation, together with the high 
price of steel and Other building mater- 
ials, does not soon put a sharp chock 



AVo need not tell you that the three 
prairie provinces have had another 
year of prosperity andXthat in somo 
directions it has been accompanied by 
speculations and undue expansion. . 

Before the middle of August our AA'in- 
nipeg manager made his annual esti- 
mate of the grain crops of tho throe 
provinces, which was published in Great 
Britain and elsewhere. A fortnight Of 
most unusual heat and hot winds fol- 
lowed, which caused some widely dif- 
fering calculations to be made, but the 
facts as now known bear out our figures 
fairly well. Our estimate iu August

failure to supply this need. There 
however, other manifest reasons, 
and despite ibis lack of dwelling accom- 
modation, building operations were' nev- 
er before so active, so large in volume, 
or so costly. 

AVe can but repeat the story of last 
year regarding our manufactures. Manu- 
facturing establishments of almost every 
kind are full of orders, and in many 
cases are refusing further work; prices 
and cost of production are even higher, 
profits continue satisfactory, and plants 
are still being enlarged. As a nuturol 
consequence of our inability to fill ord- 
ers, imports of goods which we are now 
able to manufacture in Canada, although 
in insufficient quantity, are still increas- 
ing, and branch establishments of Unit- 
ed States manufacturers are still being 
built. One of the most gratifying fea- 
tures of the year is the announcement 
of the building of large plants in On- 
tario by well known British manufac- 
turers. It is not ensy to realize the 
ninny directions in which we have de- 
monstrated that we can manufacture ar- 
ticles which wore , altogether imported, 
or nearly so, but n few years ngo. And 
this new state of affairs causes some 
curious temporary conditions. AVo are 
making iron on a considerable scale, but 
we are importing pig iron to a much 
larger extent than usual, because our 
•iron and steel mills are using their owu 
pig iron for rails, rods, etc., to such a 
degree as not to be able to supply the 
the demand for pig iron. Time will 
surely cure this. AVe are making rail- 
mad engines and n!! other rolling stock 
on an unprecedented scale, but the 
whole railroad world of North America 
Is putting upon the makers of railroad 
supplies a strain which they seem un- 
able to meet. 

Trade in the wholesale centres and 
in the towns throughout Ontario and 
Quebec has naturally been particularly 
good, farmers have paid their obligations 
of all kinds quite satisfactorily, and 
failures in business have beeu very 



few indeed. The unfavorable features been unusually large, surpassing all pre 



building operations gcuerajl 
the demand for more houses i.s 
stocks, and it lboks~as If a check upon! "widespread, the great cost of building 
building, both In Great Britain and In rll e reason most frequently given for 
tho Eastern States is being expcrionc- f 
ed. Notwithstanding this majority of j n 
the lumbermen have prepared on an 
extensive scale for the present win- 
ter. The lumber business in Nova 
Scotia and Now Brunswick is steadily 
gutting Into stronger hands, greater 
caro is being taken to prevent fires, 
and the vital Importance of tho busi- 
ness to these provinces is being more 
fully recognized. All that has hap- 
pened In connection with the largo 
steel industries In Nova. Scotia as to 
impro\ement in processes, excellence 
of pr< duct, economy in cost, prices 
realized, and enlargement of output 
an:l market. Is as satisfactory as wo 
could wish. The collieries have all 
largely Increased their output, and, 
although thero has been con- 
siderable difficulty in obtaining labor, 
the results to all companies should 
make a very profitable shewing. The 
only cloud upon theso two great in- 
dustries is the unsettled disputo be- 
twoeh tho Dominion Iron and Steel 
Company and the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany. 

The year in fishing bus produced sat- 
isfactory results. The cod fisheries 
have not dono as well as last year, 
but the shore fishing has been reason- 
ably good. The conditions surround- 
ing this very important source of 
wealth should, as we havo said beforo, 
command tho most earnest attention 
of the people and tho governments of 
tho Maritime Provinces. Cold storage 
and other, experiments have shown 
what can bo done, and by steady and 
intelligent study of the possible pro- 
ducts of theso waters, of tho methods 
which should bo employed, and of tho 
markets for fish, the present result in 
money, largo as It is, can doubtless be 
much increased. The fisheries of Nova 
Scotia produced last year about $S,- 
000,000, and of this over $3,000,000 is 
derived from lobsters, of which wo 
provide almost tho whole of the 
world's supply. 

Although the reports regarding agri- 
culture aro somewhat conflicting, the 
Impression gained is that the farmer, 
as a general thing, has made progress. 
There was a satisfactory development 
of dairying in Prince Edward Island, 
and of sheep raising there and in 
somo parts of Nova Scotia. The yield 
in apples, potatoes and hay, all ' im- 
portant crops, has been less than an 
average, but the prices have somewhat 
helped out the result. Indeer, the price 
for almost everything raised by tho 
farmer has been so high that the total 
result is fairly satisfactory. 

While the number of manufacturing 
establishments in the three provinces 
Is not large, many of them, individual- 
ly, aro of national importance. Almost 
without exception tlioy have been em- 
ployed to their full capacity, and as ir 
recent years, largo additions to plant 
have been necessary in order to cope dollars' worth 
with Inceased orders. Building has •• nil 
been active in many towns and cities 
and In somo places there has been an 
unusual amount of ship and boat 
building. 

As to the general result of the year 
to Viva Scotia. New Brims wick—and 
Prince Edward Island there is no 
ilouhtlul sound in our reports From 
almost every city and town we gather 
the opinion that another good year lias 
been enjoyed, during which " failures 
have been few, payments better than 
m past years, and progress generally 
evident. 

Ontario and Quebec. 
Ill Ontario and (tin. hoe we* hare to 
record another year of widespread 
prosperity, marred only bv the effect 
of rising prices on those who, because 
of their peculiar callings, do not share ll<,r 
in tho increase of wages which has be- 
come genera) in the industrial world. 
The crops of wheat, oats, barley ami 
Indian corn were as a whole above the 
average. In some places much above. 
Reports on the hay crop and the con- 
ditions of pasture are visible — in some 
parts quite disappointing, in others 
exceptionally good. Hoot crops have 
done well, including sugar beets, but. 
the relations between the fanners and 
the '.sugar factories do not. appear to bo 
very satisfactory. The results of cattle 
grazing have again been unsatisfactory 
lo both farmer and shipper. The 
funnel', after pasturing his cattlo all 
summer, found little increase iu their 
value, although this has not been uni- 
versally the case. Reports regarding 
hogs tire, from the farmers' point of 
view, without exception highly satis- 
factory. Prices wore at times the high- 
est ever paid, and the profit to the 
farmer was excellent. Many districts 
also report the number raised as large 
and increasing, but tho supply from 
the packers' standpoint was clearly iu- 
sufficicnl. The much more favorable re- 
sult from hogs than from cattle will 
probably cause nn increased production 
of the former next year. Horses are 
in good demand, prices are high, and the 
character of our animals is improving. 
While the results of feeding cattle for

The final estimate, at loth September, 
of the North-West Grain Dealers' As- 
sociation accounts for S6,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat. 

At the commencement of the move- 
ment o£ the past year's crop, prices be- 
low the best of the previous year, but 
at this date the difference is only two 
to three cents. Trustworthy and com- 
petent persons estimate that the propor- 
tion of high-grade wheat will be 7C> to 80 
per cent of the whole. In addition to 
tlii.-; the wheat, is regarded as equal, if 
not superior, to that of 1903 for milling 
purposes, and the 1005 crop of high- 
grade wheat was looked upon as one of 
tho best that had ever been produced in 
the West. Whilst these satisfactory re- 
sults have been produced, better results 
can be obtained if the farmer will take 
heed. There is a great deal of careless- 
ness in the selection of seed, the destruc- 
tion of obnoxious weeds and the care of 
the crop during harvesting and thresh- 
ing. It cannot bo too strongly impress- 
ed upon the farmer that ono of the most 
serious matters threatening tho welfare 
of the West, and more particularly the 
onfidence in' still higher province of Manitoba, is tho alarming 
prevalence of obnoxious weeds and smut. 
In 1905 the railway companies and the 
officers of the Dominion government 
made use of special trains with utalfs of 
lecturers, lo demonstrate to (he farmers 
the necessity of exercising greater caro 
in flic matter referred to. In order, how- 
ever, to obtain the best results it 
will be necessary to continue from 
year lo year this educative work, which 
will mean the saving of a very largo 
amount of money to the people of this 
country. In some recent years the crop, 
in Manitoba particularly, has suffered 
severely from rust. This disease should 
certainly be investigated by tho provin- 
cial governments, with the object of dis- 
covering a remedy. The best available 
information, indicates that there will bo 
an increase in crop acreage in 1007 of 
10 to 15 per cent. The autumn has been 
unusually favorable for plowing aud har- 
vesting operations, and the farrnor has 
taken every advantage of it. Towards 
the close of the season, however, tho 
hind became too dry for plowing, and it 
is predicted by some that we nre on tho 
verge of a series of dry seasons. Land 
values continue to increase in t ho more 
populous parts of the country as well as 
in the newly settled parts. AVo stated 
in our report of last year that all the 
great land-owning corporations had ad- 
vanced prices, and it is felt by competent 
authorities that the limit of price at 



are the continued scarcity of farm and 
all other kinds of labor, the natural loss 
of young farmers by emigration to the 
Woslcrn provinces, and, if one may say- 
so without offence, the very had roads in 
somo parts of Ontario. Our counties 
and townships in the older parts of the 
province are. as municipalities go, al- 
most all comparatively rich, and there is 
no obvious excuse for roads which in the 
spring and autumn for many weeks to- 
gether, nre of very little use. 

Perhaps the most interesting, and, in 
some respects the most important de- 
velopment of the last two years in On- 
tario has beeu the silver mining at Co- 
balt, with its attendant circumstances. 
It seems quite clear that we have a 
mining area of quite extraordinary rich- 
ness, out of which very many millions of 
liver can be mined 
unusually low cost. Indeed, it 
would appear that thus far the cost of 
the development work — and little else 
has been done — has not been on the av- 
erage more Chan ten per cent of the 
value of the silver obtained and in this 
calculation the value of till low grade 
ore now on the dump and needing con- 
centration beforo shipment is disregard- 
ed. As to the depth to which largo veins 
will go lilLle is known as yet, although 
300 feet has been reached in one case 
and the various attempts lo measure the 
'wealth from particular veins, or from 
the camp as a whole seem to us not 
only unreliable but likely to do more 
harm than good to legitimate mining. 
There are uow slightly over twenty 
mining companies shipping ore, the 
additions Cor the year being few in num- 
It is to be remembered; however, 
that this represents many more than 
twenty mines. The total shipments of 
ore thus far have been about 6,500 tons, 
worth probably over $5,000,000 in 
money. Very few of the mines can as 
yet be said to have made more than a 
beginning. The richness of the ore is 
indisputable, and it is evident that there 
is a great deal of it. -More than this 
it is unsafe to say. I'titoi'lnnately, we 
have not escaped the inevitable accom- 
paniments of the opening of a rich min- 
ing camp— tho Dotation of many prop- 
erties which have little or nothing to 
show for the capitalization, and of many 
other properties valuable, doubtless, but 
capitalized at figures not justified by 
anything now in evidence. Again, some 
properties not originally overcapitalized 
have been carried to a quoted price in 
the market whichwotild require tho mines 
to produce almost incredible results. 
Against producing properties, existing or 
in Sight, numbering, say thirty, over 
two hundred companies have been organ- 
ized, and the shares of perhaps half of 
them have been offered to the public. 
All this is to the hist degree unfortu- 
nate, and the check this speculation has 
already received came none too soon.

.■\s a grain centre AViunipeg is now the 
second in America, yielding precedence 
only to Minneapolis and with the pos- 
sibility that in the near future it will 
take first rank. The capacity of the 
flour mills in Canada between Lake Su- 
perior and the Pacific has increased 
largely during the past year, and is now 
about ;i5,000 barrels per day. 

Wo have not yet before lis tho gov- 
ernment statistics for the past year, but 
we are satisfied from information receiv- 
ed from I rust worthy sources that the ex- 
port of cattle from Western Canada has 



vious records. There are various reas- 
ons given for this. In the first place, 
the cattle fattened well and early in 
almost every district in tho AVest. Dur- 
ing tlie previous two or three years 
they did not mature and the. unexpect- 
ed maturity in the past year practically 
compelled the rancher to reduce his 
numbers, as the area available for ranch- 
ing is decreasing and the land is being 
settled by agriculturists willing to pay 
for land prices which are prohibitive to 
the ranchers. Prices of cattle, loo, have 
been much better than for some years, 
and the rancher, the middleman and 
the small farmer should all have made 
money. The trade in horses continues 
to improve, more particularly as re- 
gards the better bred animal. Sheep 
grazing, especially in Southern Alberta 
and Saskatchewan, is developing satis- 
factorily, and with proper care the Hocks 
should in a few years compare favorably 
as to number and breed with those iu 
the North- Western States. We have 
been able lo obtain tho figures repre- 
senting shipments of live stock by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway, mainly from 
Alberta, partly for home and partly for 
foreign consumption. The totals for 
1906 are: Horses. 10,851; cattle, .100,71)8; 
sheep, 55,-107; and hogs, 112,133. As 
compared with 1005 these figures show 
an Increase In shipments, as follows; 
Horses, ii/dOS; cattle, l!(i,203; siieep, 5,- 
5!)7, and bogs, 7,700. The development 
of the dairy industry is satisfactory in 
the raising of hogs and poultry. ■ The 
fanner evidently lias not yet been con- 
vinced of the large profits which have 
resulted to other communities in Canada 
and the United States by fostering 
these industries. The chief deterrent, 
we fear, is the extra care required, 
and whilst be is able to make good 
profits by growing grain he will 
neglect these still more profitable 
branches of his business. 

Willi tlie, abundant harvests of the 
-past two years it would he natural to 
expect a very pronounced increase in 
ihe farmers ability to liquidate his in- 
debtedness. Unfortunately, however, only 
a small percentage of the land and, mort- 
gage obligations incurred some few' years 
ago 'has been removed from his shoul- 
ders, and it will take some years yet to 
remove tho remainder. If tiic farmer 
could be induced, except when ho does 
not: borrow tlie money, to cease buying 
land for two or three years, and to al- 
low a surplus of money or its equivalent 
in live stock to accumulate in ins hands, 
then litis part of Canada would be plac- 
ed on an undoubtedly sound financial 
basis. 

The railways and oilier transportation 
companies were entitled last year to 
praise for the satisfactory ivny in which 
Ihe crop was moved out of the cotiiitry. 
This year, however, conditions fire very 
different. The car shortage has been a 
■serious drawback, not only to the crop 
movement and to nil who require trans- 
portation, but to merchants, hankers, 
aud all who arc iaturcsted in the coljec- 
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t ion of. debts.' If those who have pro- 
ducts to ship cannot got cuts, how cun 
(Ley pay their debts V 

The lumber business- has been profit- 
able to both the manufacturer and the 
retailor, and the manufacturer baa found 
n demand for practically all be could 
Supply. Stocks on band cannot but be 
'small, and if another fair crop is har- 
vested and the excessive cost of hind 
and material and the tightness of money 
do not interfere, the results next year 
should m good. 

The fur trade tributary to Edmonton 
for the past season is estimated at a 
value of $1,500,000. 

Mercantile business may be regarded 
as in a healthy condition. There have 
been no serious failures. Collections on 
the whole have been fairly good, but 
they are not an improvement on_ the 
previous vear. The volume of business 
, of the wholesaler and manufacturer is 
yearly incensing and notwithstanding 
that 'competition in all lines is keener, 
credits, we believe, are being more close- 
ly scrutinized by the best houses. 

For many years there has been great 
dissatisfaction on the part of the whole- 
sale trade and others with the present 
laws in Saskatchewan, Alberta, _ and 
British Columbia governing the ■winding 
up of insolvent estates. Last year the 
Board of Trade of the city of W innipoj; 
loolc up the question with a good deal 
of vigor, and meetings were arranged to 
discuss it with several of the VN esteru 
Hoards of Trade and government repre- 
sentatives. Some good was accomplish- 
ed mid an understanding was reached 
that u general insolvency act, similar ot 
that now in force in Manitoba, should bo 
adopted for all the Western provinces. 
The Manitoba Act has worked fairly 
well, but the present laws of Saskatche- 
wan mid Alberta are" so unsatisfactory 
that we can but hope that the new gov- 
ernments in these provinces will speedily 
lake action to amend the situation. An- 
other matter that should be dealt with 
, by the governments of Saskatchewan ami 
Albera is a modification of the tariff of 
solicitors' charges. . . 

The olticinl figures give the number of 
new' settlers entering the Dominion dur- 
ing tile year ending the 30th June, 1900, 
US 180,004, and it is estimated that (u 
per cent of these have settled in the 
Western provinces.

erally in fairly good finttucial circum 
stances. ■ - 

British Columbia. 

Except that this Is one of the loan 
venrs in salmon canning, all that was 
i Hst year about British Columbia 
might ho repeated. The year h as b een 
very prosperous, and were It not for 
the scarcity of labor much greater 
progress would have been possible. As 
WO W already Indicated, the lumber 
businoss! has been exceptionally good, 
a ready market at high prices being 
at band in tho prairies, while the for- 
eign demand supplied by mills on the 
coast Is larger than ever before. As 
a natural 'consequence, the supply for 
next Vear promises to be considerably 
increased, 'ana In some partB of the 
province several new lumber compan- 
ies are boing established. Standing 
timber is in great demand and tho 
available supply is rapidly being se- 
cured bv experimental operators anil 
capitalists in the United Slates. As 
nn evidence of tho great scarcity of 
labor, It may be mentioned that gangs 
of East Indians, offer discharged sol- 
diers, have been largely employed In 
piling lumber and In other unskilled 
labor about the mills in sevoral parts 
of tho province. 

Tho history of coal mining in Brit- 
ish Columbia during the year has 
boon almost entirely one of labor. Of 
course the great disaster at San Fran- 
cisco lessened to some extent the out- 
put or the mines on Vancouver Island, 
but other causes would have made the 
total mined much larger than usual 
bad sufficient lubor been available. 
The output, however, because of tho 
impossibility of getting miners, wus 
about the -same as for tho previous 
year. The circumstances of the strike 
at tho Crow's Nest Pass mines are 
too well known to require comnnmt, 
but here, too, the miners were before 
the strike and are again now at the 
highest ponit of production in their 
history. Tho strike, however, caused 
the coal mined for tho year to be less 
instead or more than in 1905. The 
year closes with a wide and enlarg- 
ing market for nil districts, and, were 
sufficient labor available', a great in- 
crease in production would bo cer- 
tain. 

Tho year In copper mining has been 
the best In the history of British Col- 
umbia, the only cloud upon It being 
the unfortunate coal strike, already re- 
ferred to. and the consequent shutting 
down for the time being of some 
smelters for want of coke. The three 
groat mining companies in tho Boun- 
dary country, working low grade 
ores under peculiarly favorable 
conditions as to cost, are now set- 
tled factors In the prosperity of 
British Columbia, and must profit in 
an unusual degree by the present 
price of copper. They are making Im- 
provements in plant which should 
bring the smelter capacity rap to 
G.000 tons nf ore dally. At Hnsslnnd, 
In various -parts of the Kootenays and 
on Vancouver Island there has been 
unusual activity, and while the results 
in silver and lead mining are not yet. 
what we had hoped, the prospects are 
better owing to the higher price of 
both silver and lead and the reduced 
cost of smelting. There have been 
important purchases of properties by 
expert capitalists, properties which 
have been Idle are being worked, and 
a larger product on a sounder basis 
than at any tlmo In the past is con- 
fidently expected. 

The . catcli of salmon In British 
Columbia was only 504,000 cases. As 
this was known to be one of the lean 
years on the Fraser river, the figures 
are not surprisingly small. From the 
northern rivers the catch wits better 
than In any year during the past six, 
except 1904; The prices paid to the 
fishermen were large and tho result 
in money, of the catch was bettor than 
in some years when fish were more 
plentiful. Large quantities of halibut 
are now being caught by United 
Slates fishing boats off the British 
Columbia coast, and It is very desir- 
able that we should not only protect 
our rights, but secure this trade for 
ourselves as far as possible. More at- 
tention Is being paid to herring fish- 
ing, which seems capable of large 
development both at home and In for- 
eign countries. There Is practically 
no limit to the supply of food fishes 
in the North Pacific, and too much 
attention cannot bo given by our legis- 
lators to this Important source of 
wealth. The value of the total pro- 
duct of fish caught by Canadians In nil 
our waters in 1905 was about $30,(100,- 
000, the largest figures down to that 
time. Salmon lakes the lead with 
nearly 59,000,000; lobsters come next 



with nearly ?4, 000, 000; and, surpris- 
ing as it mav seem, cod takes only 
third place with $3,400,000. But this 
largo total could be very much In- 
creased by Intelligent care and In- 
dustry. 

The most noticeable feature In the 
development of the province Is the 
widespread demand for fruit and 
farm lands, both in the districts where 
there Is an ample rainfall and in the 
districts needing Irrigation. It may 
sal'oly be said that fruit of the most 
perfect character can bo grown in 
large quantities, in surroundings as 
favorable to the fruit as they are at- 
tractive to the grower as a place of 
residence. It is equally certain that 
for many years to come the industry 
might Increase rapidly and yet not 
fear for the necessary market. In- 
deed, tho trouble as to a market is 
likely to bo greatest until a largo and 
unfailing supply is available for such 
centres of consumption as are attract- 
ed by tho high quality of tho fruit. 
Although astonishing results from a 
fruit farm of 10 or 20 acres can be 
obtained In a few years, still a large 
trade can hardly be created rapidly. 
Much work must be dent and intelli- 
gence exhibited before tho total sup- 
ply is large relatively to the posslblo 
market, and fruit growing Is also an In- 
dustry requiring, at least during frult- 
plclclng time, a plentiful supply of 
unskilled laborers. Experienced mid- 
dlemen will also be required to or- 
ganize the trade properly. For the 
lack of labor and organization, great 
quantities of fruit this year were un- 
gathered and lay rotting on the 
ground. Fruit land has already risen 
sharply In value, and wo hope the re- 
port Is true that one of our great 
railway corporations Intends to clear 
land on Vancouver Island in order to 
make it available for fruit farming. 
The irrigating being done In the Oka- 
nagan valley, which Is creating Im- 
portant areas suitable for fruit farm- 
ing, must produce largo results In the 
near future. Tho awards given at 
fruit exhibitions in England to tho 
products of this valley aro evldonce of 
what can bo accomplished as to 
quality. 

United States. 

In Washington, Oregon, and Cali- 
fornia the experience has been the 
same as In "Western Canada, only on a 
much larger scale. Notwithstanding 
tho disaster In San Francisco, the pnst 
year in the three States has exceeded 
1905 in the volume of trade and in the 
profits realized. From each State we 
learn of continued Increase of popula- 
tion, and that labor is still scarce; of 
building on a large scnlo, accompanied 
by unusual activity In real estate 
transactions, and what seem very high 
land values; of the discovery, more or 
loss sudden, that the railroad facilities 
of the country are quite Inadequate; 
and of n shortage In cars and motive 
power which Is nearly unbearable. Tho 
great Industry of lumber has in all of 
the States reached proportions which 
would have seemed Impossible a few 
years ago, and prices have risen to 
figures which must have a very impor- 
tant Influence on tho cost of building, 
no matter how keen the demand for 
office, store, and house accommodation. 
While this is partly due to the rebuild- 
ing ;of San Francisco, the demand, 
whether locally, from the East or from 
foreign countries. Is far In advance of 
the supply. The fruit crop continues to 
Increase, until In California It now 
brings Into the State more money than 
any other branch of trado. We are told 
that thero are In that State 30,000,000 
fruit trees and 275,000 acres ot vine- 
yards In full bearing, besides nuts, 
olives and small fruits. The Income 
from this source for the past year is 
estimated at $75,000,000. The crop of 
whoat was not so large, or the price 
as good as in 1905. Hops were not as 
profitpMe, and the catch of salmon was 
unsatisfactory, but nevertheless all 
these products contributed their share 
to the general prosperity. The trade 
with the north done mainly from Seat- 
tle, continues to grow rapidly, it is 
thought that somewhat more than 
100,000 tons of merchandise were sent 
to Alaska last year, while the output 
of the Alaska and Yukon mines was 
over $20,000,000. The value of the great 
variety of minerals taken from the 
earth In California In 190G Is nearly 
$50,000,000, while tho new fields for 
mining In Nevada, the trade of which 
Is tributary to San Francisco, are at- 
tracting world-wide attention. Coast- 
wise shipping Is abnormally active, 
many new steam vessels are being 
built, especially for the trade from San 
Francisco southward, nnd freight 
rates between Puget Sound and San 
Francisco are more than double those 
of a year ngo. 

In April a terrible disaster by earth- 
quake and fire came to San Francisco. 
We have already referred to our for- 
tunate experience as a bank In escap- 
ing loss In connection with our loans 
In that city, and the story of the dis- 
aster has been told so often that we 
need not dwell upon it now, except to 
say that the city Is being rapidly re- 
built, despite troublesome and costly- 
labor conditions and the high cost of 
materials. We are told that 15,000 
teams are employed in removing the 
debris, and that the expenditure on 
new buildings during the next three or 
four years will be about $400,000,000. 
The temporary and permanent build- 
ings already erected, or being erected, 
must represent about $50,000,000, and 
whether the outside world does its 
share or not, San Francisco will be 
rapidly restored. Meantime, tho most 
astonishing fact Is that with such tem- 
porary buildings ns have been possible, 
the city is doing a large and rapidly 
Increasing trade. Its great trade with 
Its own nnd with inland States, with 
the whole North Coast, with Central 
America, the Hawaiian Islands, with 
Asia, Australia, and the rest of the 
world, remains, and that this trade has 
not been lost to any great extent Is 
shown by the Clearing' House returns. 
The returns for eleven months In 1905, 
ending 30th November, were $1,007,- 
372,636; for the snme eleven months In 
190G they were $1,795,131,485. They 
were larger In every month in the year 
except. April, May, and June. /The fig- 
ures are, of course, somewhat swollen 
by payments for fire losses, but as they 
stand they Indlcato clearly that the 
main body of tho city's former trade 
Is still being done. The great fact ex- 
emplified by the disaster la that the 
Vital features of a city are not Its 
buildings, but Its people, and the rea- 
sons — Industrial or otherwise — whlcH 
have caused them to found a city In n 
particular place. 

Throughout the United States busi- 
ness has been generally satisfactory. 
The wheat crop of 735,261,000 bush- 
els Is somewhat larger than In 1905, 
and one-third lnrger than in 1901. 
The Indian corn crop of 2,927,410,000 
bushels, tho barley crop of 178,917,- 
000 bushels, nnd tho oat crop of 
064,904,000 bushels are all larger 
than the corresponding crops of eith- 
er 1904 or 1905. The crop of cotton 
at the end of November showed 
11,233,000 bales, against 13,654,000 In 
1905, and 10,402,000 In 1904. The 
latest Government estlmnto when all 
Is marketed, however, Is 12,500,000 
bales. Bank clearings for the prln- 
lpal cities, for eleven months, show 
$145,5 14,000,000, an Increase of 
twelve per cent, over 1905. Almost 
every phase of Industry has been ac- 
tive and prosperous. Speculation in 
stocks 1ms been greater than In 1905, 
but bonds bavo bc.c-n Inactive owing 
to high rates for money. The dls- 

I 



turbing factors arc the same as in 
other countries which are active in- 
dustrially— money and labor with 
which to continue to build are less 
plentiful than could be wished, and 
prices of many commodities are high. 
Iron, copper, lead and tin are all 
higher than a year ago. Beef, pork, 
lard, etc., are also higher. Wheat, 
flour, corn and cotton are lower. 
Lumber and all building materials 
have risen in price abnormally. The 
inability to move freight, amounting in 
some cities almost to paralysis, is at- 
tributed sometimes to lack of cars, 
and sometimes to lack of motive power, 
but sometimes to lack of track- 
age. Indeed it seems as If the great 
railroads in the United States will 
have to spend sums which are enor- 
mous even to them, In order to keep 
up with the business offering. 

The resolution for the adoption of 
the report was carried unanimously. 

The Chairman:— As we have stated 
in the report which has been presented 
to you we think it wise to increase 
the number of Directors from twelve 
to fourteen, and the necessary resolu- 
tion will now be submitted to you. Mr. 
Z. A. Lash and Mr. E. R. Wood will be 
proposed as new members of the board. 
Those present who have known these 
two gentlemen will feci at once that no 
better selection could be made. Both 
are men eminently qualified to fill tho 
position and discharge the duties with 
credit to themselves and satisfaction 
to the shareholders. 

Mr. H. D. Warren: — I have much 
pleasure In moving the following reso- 
lution: 

"That By-lav,' No. 1, adopted by the 
shareholders on 18th June, 1901, and 
amended by them on 14th January, 
11)02, and 0th January, 1000, be amend- 
ed by substituting the word 'fourteen' 
for tho word 'twelve' in the first line of 
the said by-law." 

Hon. W. C. Edwards:— I beg to sec- 
ond the resolution which you have just 
heard. 

Mr. J. L. Blalkie:— The resolution I 
havo to submit for your approval is: 
"That the thanks of the meeting are 
duo and are hereby tendered to the 
President, Vice-President, and other 
Directors for their careful attention to 
the Interests of tho Bank." This resolu- 
tion, gentlemen, Is of special interest 
today. It Is of altogether more than 
ordinary Interest by reason of tho an- 
nouncement which has been made by- 
Mr. Cox. We have In this Bank a 
splendid body of Directors, and It may, 
If possible, be made a little more so by 
the additions which have been an- 
nounced today. It Is something very 
unusual, we all admit, for any gentle- 
man who has so long occupied so high 
a position as that of President of this 
Institution to find that gentleman step- 
ping down to take the position of an 
ordinary Director, nnd it does Mr. Cox 
Infinite credit that he has so cheer- 
fully taken this step, believing It to be 
in the best Interests of the share- 
holders. We shareholders ns a whole 
will recognize the fact that Mr. Cox 
has been Instrumental in helping very 
materially the prosperity of tills insti- 
tution. His extensive acquaintance with 
all tho Industries carried on In the 
country, and with so many influential 
men. both public and private, have en- 
abled him to divert to this Bank a 
large amount of business which has 
proved Immensely profitable -to tho In- 
stitution. But it is natural that after 
these long years, Mr. Cox should desire 
to be relieved of the arduous duties 
resting on hlni. Sometimes presidents 
do not reulize the great responsibility 
attaching to the position, and are 
somewhat Indifferent and careless In 
discharging their duties. This Is not 
the case with Mr. Cox. He has been 
faithful and attentive In all the duties 
Incident to tho oflice of Prosident, and 
the shareholders with great heartiness, 
Sir, return thanks to you, not In a 
formal manner, but In a true and 
hearty manner, for your great services 
to the Bank. 

Mr. Wm. Mackenzie have much 
pleasure In seconding the resolution, 
and I am sure the thanks of the share- 
holders are justly due to the President. 
Vice-President, and Directors of tho 
Bank, The Directors and shareholders 
may be very proud, and justly so, of 
the position the Bank has attained In 
the last twenty years, as shown by the 
report; and not only are the share- 
holders' thanks properly due to the Di- 
rectors of the Bank, but I think the 
thanks of the people of Canada are due 
to the Bank nnd to the management of 
the Bank for the enterprise they have 
shown in the development of Canada 
as a whole. 

The Chairman:— I may say. on bo- 
half of myself, that 1 appreciate very 
much the very kind remarks that have 
been made In the proposing and sec- 
onding of this resolution, and on he- 
half of my colleagues on the Board, I 
may say I am sure they all appreciate 
what has been said. I can say that no 
Institution In this country has, In my 
opinion, a more able Board of Direc- 
tors or a Board that gives more earnest 
and careful attention to the affairs of 
the Bank than do the Board of the 
Canadian Bank of Commerce. 

.Mr. C. S. Qzowskl: — Mr. Chairman 
and gentlemen,- — I have much pleasure 
In moving the following resolution, 
namely: — "That the best thanks of 
tho meeting be tendered to the Gen- 
eral Manager, the Assistant General 
Manager, and other officers of the 
Bank for the satisfactory discharge of 
their respective duties during the past 
twelve months." In moving this reso- 
lution, Mr. Chairman, we have in mind 
the Important factor banking Is in this 
country, with its Immense and 
satisfactory growth. It Is due 
entirely to the officers of tills In- 
stitution that we have the very satis- 
factory report that has been presented 
to us today, ond I am sure the meet- 
ing wiil be glad to pass this resolution, 
which I have so much pleasure In 
moving. 

Mr. Henry Beatty: — I have much 
pleasure In seconding the resolution. 

The Chairman: — This resolution, I 
am sure, Is well deserved. No better 
evidence of it could bo had than the 
magnificent report laid before you to- 
day, and those of us who see from day 
to day, from week to week, and from 
year to year the arduous and careful 
and nblo attention that is given to tho 
affairs of this Bank by Its staff well 
know how much this resolution Is de- 
served and how cordially It will be re- 
ceived. 

The General Manager: — On behalf of 
the staff, which now consists of be- 
tween eleven and twelve hundred, I 
thank you very cordially for this 
resolution. Mr. Laird will say some- 
thing more directly bearing on It, 
but it has occurred to mo that you 
might like to have a few words from 
the general manager of a hank re- 
garding some of the views which have 
been presented to the public in con- 
nection with the failure of the On- 
tario Bank. Among many others, threo 
views especially scorn to have taken 
hold of the public mind. There Is 
a feeling that general managers may, 
as a rule, do pretty much what they 
please; that subordinate officers can 
hardly be expected to disclose the 
wrongdoing of a superior, because they 
might by so doing lose their positions; 
and there exists a doubt ns to whether 
the head ofllces of banks are as a 
rule inspected, and ns to the value of 
bank Inspection generally. Speaking 
from my own experience, I think 
these views are ns far from the truth 
regarding the practice of ordinary 
Canadian banks as they well could 



be. But, of course, I can only speak 
with positive assurance regarding our 
own Institution. 

In this bank the main principle un- 
derlying the system of our intra- 
mural working is very simple. We 
start with the principle of double cus- 
tody or joint action, and we carry 
this out as far as it Is possible. If 
the board of a bank employ men of 
well known character and ability for 
all Important positions; if they place 
on all such men a check in the shape 
of younger men of promising ability, 
who are also to act ns coadjutors and 
who are experienced enough to fill 
tho places of their seniors In the event 
of death or sudden disability; if this 
policy Is Impartially carried out from 
tho general manager down to the 
least Important country manager; if 
joint custody of cash and securities, 
joint responsibility In incurring ob- 
ligations on behalf Of the bank, joint 
discussion of business offered to the 
bank, is carried out as far as possible, 
does It . seem likely that the general 
manager, or any other officer, could do 
wrong and remain unchallenged? It 
is on this principle of double re- 
sponsibility, as we have said, that tho 
organization of this Bank lias been 
created and has been carried on for 
the last twenty years at least. 

Tho suggestion that subordinate offi- 
cers cannot be depended on to do their 
duty when It Involves exposing the 
wrongdoing of a superior must come 
to most bank officers as a disagree- 
able surprise. If the organization of 
a bank is so loose and Inexact that 
duties are not clearly Indicated, It 
may be that situations such as that 
disclosed In the Ontario Bank may 
arise, and, of course, the positive col- 
lusion of two men cannot be prevented, 
but after an experience of over forty 
years, I would say that nothing Is now 
more generally understood than the 
duty of the second in command to- 
wards Ills superior In the event of 
wrongdoing by the latter. If the sec- 
onds are selected from tho rising men 
the staff, they aro not likely to throw 
away their future by tho criminal fol- 
ly of aiding in the sins of others. 

As to inspection, we have yet to 
hear of any system which Is as sound 
as inspection by our own officers, de- 
spite the fact that It is In a manner 
self-Inspection as opposed to Inspec- 
tion by an outsider. In this Bank 
we have in the Inspection department 
about ten officers, and the greater part 
of their time for the entire year is 
consumed in inspecting o-ir various 
offices and departments, in which, I 
need not say, every part of the head 
Olllee is included. This is done at a 
very large cost, and this cost cannot 
be avoided by any other system that 
has been proposed. Neither Govern- 
ment inspection nor compulsory audit 
jean do for us what otu" trained bank- 
ers do. Still, if Government Inspection 
or compulsory audit would give any 
substantial protection to the general 
i public we would not object. These 
systems, however, must more or less 
create the Impression that they afford 
a protection which they cannot In tho 
nature of things possibly afford. We 
do not mean to say that such an ex- 
amination would not have discovered 
some of the deceit recently laid bare 
In the bank referred to, but we do 
sny that there are many forms of 
possible loss to shareholders' which no 
Government Inspection or audit by a 
chartered accountant could detect. 

In the last analysis n bank must 
be judged by its hoard and by the 
men who constitute Its management, 
not merely at head office, but at Its 
branches, and it Is pot so difficult as 
some would have us think to Judge 
whether a bank is carefully ofilcered 
and safely managed or not. 

We need not expect that bank offi- 
cers can be made wise or honest by 
legislation, nor can any Legislature 
successfully protect Innocent people 
from the effects of their own bad 
judgment nnd lack of business skill 
in selecting their investments. Be- 
sides, it Is to be borne in mind that 
the shareholders of any bank have 
sufficient power, without further legis- 
lation, to secure any kind of Inspec- 
tion or audit they may desire. 

Mr. Laird then said: — 

In acknowledging your very cor- 
dial vote of thanks in appreciation of 
services rendered during the past year, 
which has resulted in our being able to 
submit such a satisfactory balance 
sheet. 1 think it not out of place to say 
for the General Manager and myself 
how much we owe to our able stau" of 
assistants, managers, and representa- 
tives throughout the Bank for the unl- 
formally loyal and devoted work In 
managing our extensive business dur- 
ing a period of extraordinary expan- 
sion, entailing great labor. This has re- 
quired unusual care and the highest 
order of intelligence to make effective 
any suggestions from the Executive, 
and we are proud to acknowledge our 
Indebtedness for many plans Initiated 
for the furtherance of otlr desire for 
the perpetuation and upbuilding of a 
splendid system. 

We are not unmindful of the fact 
that those in direct charge, who are 
responsible for tin.- specially good re- 
sults during the past few years, are 
likely to be considered peculiarly en- 
titled to your commendation, perhaps 
to the exclusion of those In minor posi- 
tions who are scarcely seen and sel- 
dom heard of when an estimate of our 
progress Is made; but we are con- 
consclous of the value that should at- 
tach to the junior members of our 
staff, and we gratefully record our ap- 
preciation of work well done under 
very trying circumstances, and the 
ready obedience given to orders when 
the outcome, as it affected their posi- 
tions, was obscured. 

in the management nf our affairs, 
particularly In the new districts of our 
great country, the necessities of our 
service make It important that we 
should act promptly, and in asking our 
assistants to occupy positions where 
the comforts of living were often of the 
most unsatisfactory character, we have 
seen no hesitation In responding to the 
call of duty. We are aware that this 
denotes an abiding confidence in the 
wisdom of the Executive, and we cheer 
fully recognize our obligation in Im- 
posing unusual burdens on our staff, 
and particularly on those wdio are ask- 
ed to do pioneer work, and this gener- 
ally falls to the lot of the younger 
men. 

it has been my privilege to make tho 
acquaintance of many of our young 
men, and I hope to broaden this ac- 
quaintance until It embraces the whole 
Staff); because, having received so 
much In the course of my service, 1 
wish to give the encouragement, of my 
experience by the assurance of the cer- 
tainty of reward for faithful work and 
a steady allegiance to our Bank. We 
are able to say to the young man, as 
he steps on the threshold that he has 
nn opportunity to occupy the higher 
position, anil added emphasis Is given 
to this statement when we know that 
almost without exception, from the gen- 
eral manager down to tho last appoint- 
ed mtinnger, all have risen from the 
ranks. The young men of today will 
be called upon to assume the burdens 
of management, and It behooves us to 
see to the selection of right material; 
and our staff should receive an Inspira- 
tion from the past record. "We have 
brought Into our fold tho best of four 
banks by amalgamation, and with the 
addition of exceptionally good stock 
from the Old Country and the flower ot 
our. native-born, the combination 
should strengthen our confidence that

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"LET THERE BE LIGHT." 

II is an old saying that "Familiarity 
breeds contempt." Contempt Is per- 
haps rather too strong a word, for 
what Is really meant Is indifference. 
The other day a Victoria man was 
Showing some points of the city to a 
stranger, and pointing to a lofty spar, 
with which we are all familiar, said: 
"That la the wireless telegraph sta- 
tion." The visitor simply answered: 
"Is It?" Only a few years ago, ' the 
stranger would have expressed sur- 
prise and would probably have started 
a conversation upon the wonders nf the 
discovery. Familiarity has bred Indif- 
ference. So with some of the things 
"that are written." We read In the first 
chapter of Genesis: "And.God said: 
•Let there be light,' and there was 
light." It such a statement had never 
been hoard until some savant, de- 
ciphering with much labor and uncer- 
tainty some Inscription upon a tablet 
of baked clay, dug up out of the ruins 
of some forgotten city, published it, the 
attention of the whole world would be 
arrested by it; yet so familiar is It to 
us all, that we pass it by with indif- 
ference. 

Let us suppose that mankind la sim- 
ply an evolution from lower forms of 
matter, although why one form of mat- 
ter should be. lower or higher than an- 
other Is not very obvious, at what 
stage of Ids development shall we as- 
sume that he evolved the idea that 
darkness and not light was the normal 
and original condition of the heavens 
and the earth? Aboriginal races usual- 
ly are of the idea that light is the nor- 
mal condition, and that darkness is a 
phenomenon. Civilized races seem to 
retain a trace of tills same notion, as 
is exhibited by the natural dread of 
darkness. But let us keep to our sav- 
age, primeval man, laboriously climb- 
ing his way from his low original con- 
dition to a state of education. During 
the day he would see the sun; at 
night he would see the moon and stars. 
Of whatsoever else he might be In 
doubt, he would at least feel certain 
that light was the normal condition 
and darkness something that had been 
superimposed by some malignant pow- 
er. This is just what he seems to have 
done. It never would have occurred 
to him that there was a stage in the 
history of the earth and sky when 
light was not, and hence lie would be 
exceedingly unlikely to evolve a myth 
of its- creation. Whence, then, came 
this statement in Genesis? Critical 
people, who doubt the value of the 
Bible story of Creation cannot get 
over the fact that there is such a 
Story. They may puzzle you with all 
manner of questions about it, which 
neither you n .r any on" else can satis- 
factorily answer, but what have they 
to say to. the statement that after "the 
Spirit of God had moved upon the 
face of the deep" light came into being 
at His command? It Is either true or 
false. Let us tell the story in other 
words, dropping plain old-fashioned 
Anglo-Saxon terms and adopting the 
Jargon of high science. We will have 
something like the following: 

In the beginning of things, the 
Primal Cause created matter. Whether 
it was simply vaguely distributed 
throughout space or confined to differ- 
ent localities is uncertain, but there is 
excellent reason for supposing that it 
was absolutely formless and invisible. 
After a time Force was manifested and 
Anglo-Saxon terms and adopting the 
impact of lis particles against each 
other created heat anil heat gave off 
light. 

Such a statement would pass muster 
among the people, who think they have 
proved everything, simply because they 
think they have found out a few things. 
The advanced idee, of matter is that it 
was originally inert and non-luminous, 
and that by tha communication to it of 
force in some way It was compelled to 
take shape. Some of the greatest scien- 
tists have directed our attention to 
the smoke rings, which a locomotive 
gives forth, as showing how matter re- 
mains visible as long as li retains reg- 
ular motion. A smoke-ring lasts as 

long as the particles n* — mmj |^ i s 

composed continue to revolve In a ring 
around a common centre. When they 
lose this motion the ring vanishes from 
Sight. Now if we can imagine the 
smoke ring as Indefinitely enlarged 
and as having a motion imparted to It 
that would never cease, and If we can 
Imagine It condensing, that is becom- 
ing narrower and narrower as It be- 
came more solid, we would be justilled 
from what science knows oC such 
things in concluding that It would in 
the course of a very long lime become 
luminous. We are told that just such 
things are taking place in the Uni- 
verse now, and there Is no reason to 
doubt It. Apparently systems of worlds 
are being even now formed, just as 
other systems of worlds are even now 
dead. But, not to get away from our 
subject, is it not apparent that the 
statement that light Is the result of the 
controlling fol ' co of nature, and without 
-the exercise of that force there would 
ibe darkness, is rather the conclusion 
of scientific research than a mere fancy 
of some one in a day when the race 
was in Its .childhood? 

Therefore when we read that "God 
said 'Let there bo light; " we are dis- 
posed to think we have before us the 
conclusion of a thinker, not the dream 
of some inventor of fantastic tales to 
influence the superstitious fears of 
ignorant people. It would have been 
just as easy for the writer of Genesis 
mot to have said anything upon this 
subject at. all. If ho had simply aimed 
at plavlngupon the fours of his readers, 
he might far better have told th|m that 



the God, whom he invited them to 
worship, was the creator of darkness. 
Indeed It is difficult to see, if he did 
not possess scientific knowledge, as 
great at least as has been attained to- 
day, — dismissing all question as to 
possible divine inspiration- — how It 
would ever have occurred to him to 
suggest that light was created. The 
unknown author takes his readers into 
such an abyssmal plunge that criticism 
cannot hope to follow him. He speaks 
about the beginning or Light, not In a 
tentative way, as if he was not quite 
sure about it and did not know how 
what lie said would be received. He 
does not say that he "thinks ho per- 
ceives the possibility of a period" when 
there was no light, which is the stage 
to which advanced science has reach- 
ed. He comes forth boldly, and after 
having stated that the God, whom he 
worships, In the beginning created 
Heaven and Earth, he passes on to de- 
clare that His Spirit Imparted motion 
to the mass and "there was light." 
Thus In the Foreword of the Bible story 
we have the decision that seems 
likely to bo written as the conclusion 
to the whole library of science. 

The lesson of It is that In the book, 
which many of us think we are too 
wise to read, there may be many things 
which will as time rolls on make the 
wisdom of the world appear as foolish- 
ness. 

In a recent Issue of Popular Astro- 
nomy Professor See, of the United 
States Naval Observatory, writes on 
the spiral nebulae. He Is not inclined 
to accept the theory that the particular 
nebulae are stars in the process of 
formation, saying that in point of the 
fact there is no proof that nebulae 
form stars, least of all spiral nebulae. 
The latter he thinks may simply be 
distance galaxies, like the Milky Way. 
He says, however, that we "may just- 
ly hold that tlie stars are the out- 
growth of gravitational condensation 
of matter which was once dark." This 
is not putting the case as simply as it 
is put in Genesis, hut it amounts to 
the same thing. 



TO STIMULATE THOUGHT. 

An esteemed correspondent sends us 
an extract from a letter written by his 
son, who is a student In the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, in which the young 
man says that 'the editorials in the 
Colonist are read and discussed by 
many of his student friends. We con- 
fess to deriving great pleasure from 
tliis. One of the efforts of this paper 
is to stimulate thought among its read- 
ers, and to be able to do so among 
young men at college is exceedingly 
satisfactory and encouraging. Per- 
haps this will explain to some corres- 
pondents why we have invariably de- 
clined to publish anything controver- 
sial in connection with the subjects 
dealt with on this page from Sunday to 
Sunday. We arc not seeking to con- 
vince any one of anything. All we aim 
at is to encourage thought along cer- 
tain lines. The conclusions to which 
thinkers may come are their own con- 
cern, not ours. Our part of the work 
seems to be to indicate the line and 
clear away some of the rubbish. A 
great deal of rubbish has been piled 
in the way of Independent thinking. 
Some of it is very pious rubbish; some 
of it Is the reverse. Some of it is the 
rubbish of superstition; some of It that 
of over-wisdom. Around and about us 
all the time great' discoveries are in 
progress. We tire learning things of 
which our fathers never dreamed, and 
i contemporary with these discoveries 
j there Is a growing spirit of Inquiry 
| among common people. The time has 
j passed when this spirit can bo check- 
ed. There is no use in writing anathema 
| over any avenue of Investigation. Men 
j will not heed it. The Church Is grow- 
' ing wise enough to realize that she 
herself must countenance this Inquiry 
or be left hopelessly in the rear. The 
outlook is highly favorable. As long as 
tho Church declined to permit of in- 
vestigation into certain mysteries, as 
long as she asserted that her word 
must be accepted for things about 
which she could not possibly know 
mure than ally one else, then; was dan- 
ger that religion might be overthrown. 
The great scientists of the mid-Vic- 
toria Era, without directly intending 
to, came nearer overthrowing the 
Church than all the other agencies 
with which It has had to contend. For- 
tunately there were a sufficient number 
of wise men in that great organization 
to brush aside all objections to inves- 
tigation, and the result has been sur- 
prising. All branches of science seem 
apparently to be pointing in the same 
direction, namely towards one great 
original cause. It seems not unlikely 
that the great question "Can'st thou 
by searching find out. God?" may be 
answered In the affirmative. Hence 
the desirability of stimulating thought 
not with the desire of establishing tho 
weakness of all ancient conception; - of 
the Universe and its Creator, but In 
the hope of showing that perhaps In 
the most unexpected places there may 
be found proof that mankind has yet 
very much to learn before It can close 
its books, and that It is far too soon to 
say what the final conclusions of 
science will bo upon any subject what- 
ever. 



others, our Japanese friends are In ad- 
vance of us. Singing is an essential 
part of the training of a Japanese sol- 
dier. It is only In modem times thai 
soldiers ceased to sing as they went 
Into battle. The Parliamentarians, as 
they followed Cromwell, sang hymns, 
and they hud a fine assortment of them 
suitable for any occasion. The Caval- 
iers used to sneer al these men as 
"psalm-singers," but they soon learned 
to recognize their prowess in the Held. 
In the old days of Chivalry, while per- 
haps the soldiers did not do much act. 
ual singing, they always preceded their 
charges with shouts, li. which they ac- 
claimed their leaders. The English 
swordsmen shouted for "St. George and 
Merrlo England," as they laid about 
theiri with might and main. It was with 
a wild cheer that the Guards advanced 
for their final charge at Waterloo, when 
Wellington gave his famous command: 
"Up Guards and at them." It was witli 
song that the heart of France has been 
tired on more than one occasion. Le 
Marseillaise is the very heart throb of 
liberty. 

So it is suggested that British sol- 
diers should be taught to sing. Tho 
| Irishman should learn tho songs of 
Erin, to march to them, 10 fight to 
them and If need be to die to them. 
The Welchman should be taught to do 
tho same thing by t ho songs of Wales, 
the Scotsman by those of Scotland, 
and the Englishman by those of Eng- 
land. The songs need not all be songs 
about war. There is nothing martial in 
Annie Laurie, but it can fire the heart 
of men like a trumpet call. There is a 
story told of South Africa, and of an 
occasion when a number of English 
soldiers had fought until their last 
cartridge was gone. Then those of 
them who could stood up with bared 
heads and sang In unison "God Save 
the Queen," and the story goes on to 
tell that the surging crowd of Zulus 
stood for a time amazed that men 
should meet death in this way. Un- 
doubtedly singing will do something 
more than develop a soldier's chest. It 
will develop the man inside t lie chest. 
So let the soldiers be taught to sing, 
and let Canada be among tho first to 
act upon the Surgeon-General's sug- 
gestion.

PSYCHICAL RESEARCH. 

Sir Oliver Lodge thinks thai we arc 
approaching a religious ago, when relig- 
ion will "no longer he simply a solace to 
tho few hut will be recognized as a 
genuine power by I lie many." lie thinks 
the tendency of scientific investigation 
shows this. Sir Oliver has been very 
eminent in the work of t ho Society for 
Psychical Research, ns well as in ma- 
terial science. lie is a careful investi- 
gator and Ills opinions on any .subject 
are certain to command attention. His 
views, as expressed in tho Homiletic 
Review, will give a groat impetus to 
research into tlio occult. 

About thirty years ago whal was 
known as Spiritualism attracted a very 
great deal of attention. A vast number 
of incidents were published, which could 
only lie explained upon the ground that 
they wore due either to deception or the 
operation of causes independent of mat- 
ter as it is generally understood. Tho 
Spiritualists admitted freely that many 
af the alleged phenomena wore effected 
by fraudulent means; but t hoy claimed 
that this did not prove that all were so 
produced. Whoa they were confronted 
by sleight of hand performers, who du- 
plicated their nets, they said that if they 
could accomplish the same things with- 
out sleight of hand, their claims to bo 
seriously considered must be admitted. 
Probably the great majority of the 
tilings attributed to the agency of spir- 
its wore frauds, pure and simple, bin 
there remained a certain number that 
wore inexplicable. This led to the or- 
ganization of the Society for Psychical 
Research, which has patiently continued 
its investigations for over a quarter of 
a century and is yel as active as ever. 
If it was thought that tho organization 
of this society would dispose of the 
claims of spiritualism, tho idea lias boon 
long ago abandoned, although il is fair 
to say that the spiritualistic explanation 
of the Investigated phenomena, has no 
been formally accepted, still less is it 
admitted that they are produced through 
the agency of Hie spirits of the departed. 
Tim tendency of research is towards tho 
proof of a force Hint has not ns yet: boon 
classified, ami whoso rules are not yet 
ascertained, bat one thai hoars some re- 
lation to what may for want of a better 
term be called the spiritual side of man- 
kind. 

Psychical research scientifically con- 
ducted aims first and principaly al the 
ascertainment of facts. This is the true 
scientific mot hod. It is found on investi- 
gation that a certain thing invariably 
takes place after certain other things 
have taken place, tho latter may be as- 
sumed as tho cause of tho former ami 
the invariable sequence may bo accept- 
ed as a law. ll is difficult enough in 
dealing with tangible substances hi 
eliminate wholly every divergence in 
conditions; much more ilifflcull must it 
ba to eliminate this divergence in things 
that are not tangible. In every case 
also tho question of tho credibility of 
evidence conies in; we cannot always hi' 
sure that the person, whose experience 
is being investigated, is lolling the truth. 
He may not intent! to mislead, bin hi' 
may he guilty, unconsciously, of stlfllci- 
ent inaccuracy to vitiate all. investiga- 
tions, It Is this elemsilt of the case, 
which mnkcH psychical research so ex- 
ceedingly difficult In the very nature 
of things much that is in ho Investigated 
occurs under circumstances, which ren- 
der it essential to accept the unsupport- 



ed testimony of some individual, and it' 
la always possible that such testimony 
may ho false in some small, but very im- 
port an I, particular. 

Hence it follows that purely scientific 
research must reach conclusions very 
slowly when conducted by absolutely in- 
dependent investigators; Such inquiry 
must necessarily lag behind what may 
he called private research. An individ- 
ual, conducting investigations on his own 
account, may much more readily 'satisfy 
himself as to the reliability of his evi- 
dence than another passing judgment 
upon his conclusions, Let us take a few 
instances. 

I!, was a Spiritualist. Ho consulted a 
medium named S., who told him that at 
i\ certain distance below the surface of 
tho ground in a certain locality he would 
Bud a deposit of graphite. I!. said to 
tho writer of this article that neither he 
nor S. know whal graphite was. Nev- 
ertheless ho sunk a shaft af the point 
designated mid at the distnnco nnnied 
by N., which was 33 foot: below the sur- 
face, lie cnine'upon the graphite, which 
was afterwards mined, and perhaps now 
is, as an article of commerce. Now as- 
suming that B. told the truth and that 
S. also told the truth, whon he said that 
lie had never been upon tho ground and 
knew nothing of graphite, here we have 
a clear case requiring some explanation 
not consistent with the ordinary affairs 
of life; but of course the credibility of 
unman testimony comes in. and most 
people would properly hesitate in believ- 
ing that tho whole truth had been told. 
" Take another case: (.!. and C. agreed 
that on a certain occasion they saw a 
woman with dishevelled hair at a cer- 
tain' point in the snow, and they wont 
towards Iter to assist her, No one was 
there and the snow was unbroken, 
lather there was some appearance there, 
or else ( I. and C. wore tolling whal was 
not true. It is evident that they them- 
selves know whether they were lolling 
the truth, and while they might ho con- 
vinced that there was something visible, 
the existence of which could not lie ex- 
plained by ordinary methods, it would 
he very unreasonable 10 expect every 
one else to believe it. 

Nearly every one can cite instances 
of a similar kind, but as it is impossible 
to verify most of them or to secure a 
repetition of them, they are useless for 
scientific research, as far as the public 
is concerned. It will therefore bo evi- 
dent that very many of the most inter- 
esting, and really tic best attested cases, 
as far ns individuals arc concerned, can- 
not lie taken into account by the Society 
for Physical Reschteh. This fact ren- 
ders all tho more interesting the con- 
clusion of Sir Oliver I.odgo that "it may 
ho permissible to suppose that a human 
being of specially lofty character is liko- 
|y to lie endowed with faculties and 
powers beyond the present average 
scope of the race," and il does not ap- 
pear to Sir Oliver at all mntcrial that 
the individual so endowed may nut know 
the nature of tho force, which he is able 
to exercise, or may explain it in a man- 
ner that is evidently incorrect. 

Hut it may bo objected that many of 
the so-called phenomena of Spiritual oc- 
cur to persons, who cannot bo claimed 
to he "of specially lofty character." We 
do not know (hat this proves anything, 
nor is: it necessary as a mutter of foet. 
to suppose that all persons possessing 
occult powers are more highly develop- 
ed in nil respects than their neighbors. 
Sir Oliver's use of that term wits only 
in connection with tho religious aspect 
of the occult. It Is a well known fact 
that in very many instances the strong- 
est manifestations of extraordinary 
powers goes with weakness in other 
lines. Take the ease of mathematical 
genius. There is in Victoria u man, who 
possesses the faculty of making mental 
calculations, such for example as the 
multiplication of sucll numbers as -13SVj 
by ST( • •'; i , more quickly than nine men 
out of ton could do il by using pencil 
and paper. In other respects ho is not 
specially different from any one else. 
Great musical genius is frequently asso- 
ciated with qualities that are only im- 
perfectly developed. Instances Are not 
rare, whore the possession of a marvel- 
lous memory is about the only well de- 
veloped intellectual quality enjoyed by 
an individual. It is therefore quite con- 
ceivable thai what wo may call the 
psychical quality may be mora promi- 
nent in people, not otherwise intellectu- 
ally strong, than in those whose minds 
are developed all round. 

Wo may fool quite sure thnl n man of 
Sir Oliver Lodge's intelligence and fame 
would not commit himself so strongly to 
the potentialities of psychical research, 
if ho had not very good grounds for so 
doing. Hut it would he a mistake to 
suppose that he is looking forward to a 
lime whoa wo can consult spiritual medi- 
ums with advantage and see ghosts nt 
will. He anticipates rather a lime when 
mankind "will require some other than 
n mechanical explanation of the world," 
ami will decline "to recognize any limit- 
ations to tho expansion and develop- 
ment of human nature." In short his* 
observations point toward tho conclu- 
sion suggest oil iii these columns two 
weeks ago us thai towards which mater- 
ial science is tending, namely to the 
scientific demonstration of the existence 
of an omnipotent and omniscient 
Creator.

For luncheons, bridge parties, tens and 
such daytime fuactlono and for the 
theatre, or informal evening affairs* 
dressy gowns of cloth or velvet ate the 
accepted thing, and especially popular 
are tho light-colored broadcloth cos- 
tumes, in "watermelon pink, old rose, 
silver gray, lavender and all the lighter 
shades of blue and green. The new 
apricot shade is also very .smart and is 
very becoming to most dark haired or 
auburn haired women. In New York a 
great many streot suits of light-colored 
cloth are worn, and the mode Is certain- 
ly a very attractive one, as the plainly 
tailored coats and plaited skirts are 
Charming in these soft colorings. One 
pretty little suit ot this kind, seen at 
the luncheon hour at Sherry's recently, 
was of lavender broadcloth. The coat 
was made single breasted with curved 
fronts, and extended to just a little be- 
low the hips. It was semi-fitting and 
had a plain notched revere collar. The 
skirt was kilted, the plaits being stitched 
down six 'inches or so below the hips.

It Is not easy to nee why we do not. 
use both haudB equally; there can be no 
insurmountable obstacle, since we seo 
men and women, in many professions, 
utilizing either hand at will. Pianists 
acquire a similar <legre» of dexterity 
with both hands, though in general tho 
right liana has tho' most complex part 
to perform.

He thinks that right-handedness comes 
from a more pronounced development of 
the left cerebral hemisphere. Ho de- 
pends on the fact, observed by Gratio- 
iet, that the circumvolutions of the left 
hemisphere are larger and sometimes 
have more numerous folds than those of 
tho right. Now, owing to tho crossing 
of the bundles of conducting nerves, tho 
loft brain controls the right side of tho 
body, and vice versa. The former being 
more developed and perfected, there is 
nothing astonishing in tho fact that the 
rjght side of tho body is the stronger. 
Without heredity, or previous training, 
the child Is incited by the difference of 
cerobral development to use the right 
side. 

I do not think that Mcrkel's hypo- 
thesis cau ho adopted without contest. 
The inequalities of brain development 
shovru by Oratiolet have been found in 
subjects of recent date, in whose right- 
handedness certainly existed. Now, 
may "We not say that this inequality of 
tho hemlsphoros, fur from being the 
initial cause, is, on the contrary, the 
result of the continual use. Being right- 
handed by habit, Grntiolot's subjects 
havo themselves brought about the in- 
equality of form and development in the 
convolutions, it is the old story of the 
hen and the egg. But in fact, taking 
animnls as examples, we do not find this 
tendency to use a limb on one side in 
proforence to the other, and almost ex- 
clusively. Their brains are symmetrical 
,nnd there is nothing to •show that those 
of primitive man wero not equally so. 

1 know well that cerebral localization 
is Foniething unilateral; the ecu trey of 
languago and speech, for Instance, are 
one one side only, and this is perhaps an 
argument in favor of tho opinion of 
Markel. — Translation made for The Lit- 
erary Digest from I. a Nature.

The Care of Jewels 



There is a tidy revenue in caring for 
the jewels of wealthy women, and those 
who are entitled to it are reticent on 
the subject, of methods, as a matter of 
course. But for the benefit of the host 
of women who have a few stones, jew- 
elers are generally willing to give some 
bits of good advice. To one of the num- 
ber 1 am indebted for a lew general in- 
structions on the care of gold, silver and 
diamonds. 

* * * 

Bright finish gold needs no other 
cleaning agents than soap, water and 
arnmouia, with a rinsing in alcohol. This 
alcohol finish is the main feature, as it 
gets rid of soapsuds and dries quickly, 
leaving a bright surface. A soft brush 
is often necessary to reach the corners 
and crevaees, hut the alcohol will find 
its own way. You can in no way injure 
a diamond by cleaning, and the stone 
is perfectly safe in the setting if a little 
bit of the "end of each prong can bo seen 
on top of the stone. If one or more of 
the prongs come to the edge but do not 
show plainly on top, have the setting 
examined at once by a jeweler, or the 
stone may escape. 

* + * 

Somotimes the gold under a stone 
turns dark through neglect, in which 
case use an old tooth brush and silver 
polish. By the way, we are assured in 
this quarter that all the advertised pol- 
ishes are good, something to know in 
these days of fraud. Work tho polish 
well under the stone, repeating the pro- 
cess three or four times, if necessary and 
rinse well. 

* * « 

Frosted finish, either hi gold or sil- 
ver, requires tho use of baking soda, 
used on an old tooth brush, wet and 
well-soaped. ,\ thorough scrubbing in 
this mixture will give surprising results. 
Hose finished jewelry, however, must 
never come in contact with soda or the 
dull red effect is gone forever. Whnt I 
did not know was that ammonia was 
bad for silver, having a tendency to 
turn it back. Camphor rolled up with 
silver in cotton flanuel will keep tarnish 
at bay, and that is what few housewives 
! seem to know. 

* * * 

I As nil silver tnrnishes when exposed 
to the nir, either plated or solid, silver- 
ware manufacturers use a lacquer, a 
transparent, colorless varnish, an invis- 
ible coating which, until washed off or 
worn away, keeps tho surface as bright 
as when first polished. A lacquered sur- 
face should not be wot, lint can be wiped 
with a soft cotton cloth or a piece pf dry 
chamois skin. When this wears away, 
which it will do i/i spots, remove the en- 
tire coat of varnish with wood alcohol, 
then clean with silver polish as required. 
4 * * 

I have seen expensive hand mirrors 
ruined by careless washing, the water 
getting under the glass and spoiling the 
mirror coating. Wiping with a damp 
cloth is the only safe means of cleansing 
such articles. I have a piece of cloth 
which I bought at a food exposition, 
that is better than any silver polish T 
ever saw. I do not know the name of 
If. or whore it is made, but by welting 
one corner of it to Clean a piece of silver 
and using a dry section for polishing 
the best of results are obtained.

The work is so easy that (hero need 
be no silver cleaning day — any dim piece 
can be treated in a minute, I am a 
firm believer in keeping everything up 
I to concert pitch to avoid those dread-

At this time of the year and until the 
heavy snows the residents of tho Hamp- 
shire hills are busy earning pin money 
; by fern picking. The fern leaves used 
for decorations are not grown in hot- 
I houses, but on the rugged hills, and 
especially on the hillsides of Hampshire 
! county, Mass., writes n Springfield, 
! Mass., correspondent of the New York 
. Sun. Thousands of ferns are picked 
hern every fall and early winter by tho 
country folk and shipped to tho city 
; dealers, who pay from .$1.25 to $2 a 
thousand for them, according to fhe sea- 
[ son. The cost of tho fern picker is 
i merely the labor of picking, for any one 
! is at liberty to gather ferns who has 
ambition and a strong back. 

The ferns are most luxuriant in and 
around Huntington and whole families 
starl out together to gather them. Tho 
sword fern is the variety they are after 
and this gets it.s full growth by the mid- 
dle of October. Only Ihe long straight 
leaves are cut and tho roots arc not 
touched. A small hladed knife or n pair 
of sharp scissors is a necessity, for tlm 
stalk of the fern is very touch and will 
cut live fingers if an attempt is made lo 
break it With the hands, fare is taken 
to lay the fern leaves perfectly flat and 
then they are taken to the farmhouse to 
ho mnde v up into bundles of 1,000, Some 
farmers have a contract to supply 5,000 
a week to the florists in the cities of 
Springfield and Holyoko. 

Ono woman accumulates an enormous 
supply in the fall and puts them in cold 
storage to meet the demand that conies 
at Christmas and New Year's. All the 
young people in the village spend their 
time in gathering tho ferns for heir and' 
she pays them 40 cents a thousand. 



Kggnog. — Beat the whites and yolks 
of twelve eggs separately. When the 
yolks are light, add 2-1 level teaspoonfuls 
of sugar by spoonfuls, continuing to beat 
until the mixture is very light. Then 
add winoglassf uls of brandy, the first 2 
glasses drop by drop and the rest grad- 
ually; add also six wineglassfuls of Ja- 
maica rum; then add a quart of milk 
and turn into a punchbowl; stir in part 
of tho stiff-beaten whites of the eggs, 
and lot the rest look like a white foam 
on top of the liquid. This is improved 
by standing a few hours in a cool place. 

Kggnog, Baltimore Stylo. — Beat the 
yolk of three eggs and one-fourth of a 
nutmeg, grated, with two ounces of pow- 
dered sugar, to the consistency of cream; 
add, [louring in quietly and white, half 
a gill of fffandy or rum and one glass of 
sherry; add the egg-whites beaten to a 
stiff froth, and, when well infused, a 
j gill of cream and a pint of milk. 

Fruit Punch.— This recipe requires 
one pineapple, or one can or grated pine- 
apple, three cupfuls of boiling water, 
, one cupful of freshly made tea, the juice 
; of six oranges, one pint of grape juice, 
j one boltlo of charged Appolinaris water, 
one quart of sugar and five quarts of 
1 waler. Grate the pineapple and boil 
| the water 20 minutes, or longer; then 
strain through a jelly hag, pressing out 
all the fruit juice, tho tea and the sugar, 
which has been boiled six or eight niin- 
I utes with a pint of water; coed before 
using. Add the Appolinaris water just 
before serving. It is better to make the 
punch a few hours before the time of 
serving; then let stand, closely covered, 
in a cold place to chili and ripen. Then, 
when ready to serve, add the water and 
the Appolinaris. Mint leaves or slices of 
bananas are often added as a garnish.. 
Claret Cup. — For this recipe take one 
] quart of claret wine, one quart of charg- 
ed Appolinaris water, one pint of water 
or tea, the fruit of six lemons, one-half 
a cupful of brandy, sugar syrup to 
sweeten, mint leaves, if desired, Malaga 
grapes or slices of pineapple. Mix all 
the ingredients, except the Appolinaris 
the mint and the fruit, chill in a cold 
place. At serving add the other ingredi- 
ents. 

Hot Claret. — Heat a bottle of claret 
with half a cupful of sugar, a piece of 
stick cinnamon, half a dozen cloves and 
the juice of two lemons, stir while the 
sugar dissolves, strain and serve. 

Brandy Snaps.— Heat half a cupful 
of molasses to tho boiling point and add 
one-third of a cupful of butter, ltcmove 
from the range, and when the butter is 
melted add gradually while stirring and 
beating constantly one cupful of Hour 
mixed and sifted with two-thirds of a 
cupful of sugar and a scant tablcspoon- 
ful of ginger. Drop small portions 
about two inches apart from the tip of 
a spoon onto a well buttered inverted 
dripping pan. Duke in a slow oven, 
cool slightly, remove from the pitri using 
a sharp, long-bladed knife, and roll over 
(he handle of a wooden spoon. 

Devil's Food.— Wet a half cupful of 
grated chocolate with a gill of null;, then 
beat into the. mixture a half cupful of 
brown sugar. Turn into a saucepan and 
boil, stirring all the time to prevent 
scorching until like thick cheam. Set 
aside to cool. Cream a half cupful of 
butter and a cupful of brown sugar, add 
two beaten eggs, two-thirds of a cupful 
of sweet milk and two small teaspoon- 
fuls of vanilln. Blend in thoroughly, 
then heal in the boiled preparation, and, 
last of all, fold lii'n pint of flour that 
has been sifted with a helping table- 
spoonful of baking powder.

Fleshy women complain that a skirt 
plaited in the centre is apt to make them 
look too «tout. Here is a way to remedy 
that tendency, us shown by the follow- 
ing description of a blue serge skirt so 
treated. 

'fhe skirt had a flat, plain front panel, 
and on each side of this there were five 
pleats stitched down some eight or ten 
inches from tho waist, then came a' 
broad, plain gored side piece with more 
pleats in the middle of the back, but 
from this side piece two tabs of about 
a couple of inches wide, and cut about 
their own width below the waist, were 
set towards fhe front and buttoned with 
n fancy button and braid ornament on 
to the front panel. The tags themselves 
wore simply stitched, but the effect of 
them was to give length to the figure. 

Another serge skirt did the same thing 
by means of braid Vandykes arranged 
in three couples on to an inverted pleat 
on each side of a plaint front panel, 
each vand.vke being connected with its 
opposite neighbors by u strap and couple 
of buttons. 

The same trimmings, only wider 
apart, adorned the pleat at the foot of 
the skirt also, and formed a pretty or- 
uumentation up the front of the' body. 
It was only a common serge dress with 
very ordinary military braid of two 
widths. The Vandykes were formed of 
tho wide (some two inches or so) and 
the straps of the narrow — half an inch. 

Much may be done with braided 
effects of that sort; they only require a 
right judgment of how to put on. 1 
have seen dresses plastered all over with 
diamonds and rounds of braid, with 
ugly and awkward twisting* of the same 
connecting them, whereas if a little good 
taste had been displayed the result 
would have been excellent. 

There: are certain fabrics which ap- 
parently can never be cheapened, and 
although there may be a smaller quan- 
tity used at one time than another 
they never go out of fashion entirely. 
Lace, for Instance is as essential to 
feminine well being as cloth, but there 
are seasons when more of it is used 
than at others. As a trimming, for In- 
stance, it occasionally Is driven to tho 
background by net, chiffon or some of 
the many materials that find favor as 
trimmings, and yet so Inherent Is the 
love for beautiful lace that at all times 
there is found an excuse for a bow, a 
tie, a collar or ruffles of It. 

In the present era of luxury lace is 
used much moro casually, as It were, 
than was ever known. Entire gowns of 
real lace are worn In the day or even- 
ing, while fabulous prices are paid for 
such pieces as are used In berthas or 
for trimming in collars and Sleeve ruf- 
fles, while odd shaped bits are most 
cleverly combined with pleated chiffon 
or net and made up into the most fas- 
cinating of gowns, waists and wraps. 
Difficulty in Using Lace, 

Coats, jackets and wraps of lace are 
extremely fashionable at tho moment, 
and it would seem as though Dame 
Fashion had striven her hardest to 
have new stylos evolved which would 
permit of some new arrangement of 
the exquisite fabric. The big lace coat 
can be a most graceful and becoming 
garment — Incidentally It can be a most 
unbecoming one if its lines are not 
studied and the coat properly cut and 
tb ted. the fact that lace In itself is 
beautiful not being sufficient, by any 
means. Many women have had this dis- 
appointment to face. Having been told 
from early youth that lace was some- 
thing to own and to be proud of, they 
have invested in it and then foUnd 
themselves face to face with a most 
difficult problem of how to use it. A 
lace gown or coat that is badly de- 
signed or made Is hopelessly dowdy 
nnd in no way compares with one of 
some cheap material that is perfectly 
made nnd fitted. 

The throe-quarter length lac; coat, 
fitted in at the back and with lose 
front, is extremely smart worn over a 
gown of some thin material, while tho 
long coat has both back and front 
shaped to the lines of the figures and 
Is immensely attractive and fashion- 
able at the moment, and can be worn 
with tea gown, reception gown or as 
an evening wrap. With the tea gown 
it is perhaps the most effective, and 
yet a lace being lined with white silk 
or satin under the lace and the lining 
Itself of soft white fur is a superb gar- 
ment. 

The fashion of the moment Is the 
heavy lace, and when made up with 
silk or cloth the lace is often dyed to 
match the gown. White lawn coats 
cannot, for instance, be worn with 
dark gowns, and white lace is only 
permissible at the neck, sleeves and In 
tho front of tho waists. The evening 
coats are either white or black Irish 
point. Cluny or Chantllly lace being 
the most fashionable. The Chantllly 
Is, however, not so suitable this time 
of the year, although it must be admit- 
ted that it seems to malte little differ- 
ence now as regards the time of year, 
and suitable materials for the same are 
worn all the year round. 

Lace bolero jackets and the street 
pony jackets In lace cannot be classed 
among Ihe novelties, and yet they are 
to be seen on the newest of gowns and 
are apparently starting in for a new 
lease of life. The lace boleros are ex- 
tremely elaborate, for a fad of the mo- 
ment Is lo embroider them on to com- 
bine embroidery and lace In such wise 
that a most novel and effective result 
Is obtained. Hand embroidery on ba- 
tiste or not, medallions of exquisite 
shape and design are most cleverly 
and beautifully combined with lace to 
form the most becoming of short jack- 
ets.

These all are details 
worth considering when it is nn object 
to secure the best results with the 
smallest outlay, and in the end It al- 
ways docs pay to buy something that 
In itself is worth the price asked. Just 
at this season it is possible to find the 
jackets at much lower prices than Inter 
on, and real bargains aro to be found 
by tho experienced shopper who has 
learned to take advantage of stock 
taking times. 

T.ace combined with cloth or velvet is 
universally satisfactory and it cannot he 
denied that clolh gown's are. far more 
comfortable to wear now that so much 
lace is used for chemisettes, yokes and 
•collars. In the olden days, when the 
high, clumsy collar of cloth or velvet 
lined with silk was required by fashion, 
Ihe cloth waist was a thing to be dread- 
ed. Now the triumphant collar and yoke 
make even the heaviest of .materials in 
the rest of the waist perfectly possible 
nnd nt the same time the white about 
the thrntit is infinitely more becoming.

The special -correspondent lo the Lon- 
don Daily Mail has v somc interesting 
things to any on tin- subject of Mr. t'ar- 
negic's philanthropy. He says: 

Is Mr. Carnegie by his gifts of mil- 
lions degrading the Scottish character? 
Is ho sapping the independence of the 
most independent people on earth? 

Up to now 1 have failed*to discover 
any evidence to support Ihe charge. One 
can bear complaints against the million- 
aire benefactor in plenty. Away in tho 
desolate Hebrides, where the peasant 
folk are already crouching in the sod- 
covered, peat-smoked huts before tho 
fiercely oncoming winter, the cottagers 
assure me that "Andy" is in league w ith 
his Satanic .Majesty to destroy Scottish 
religion by spreading the use of musical 
instruments and man-made hymns. They 
call him "Andy" there without any sur- 
name, for all men know Hint there is 
only one "Andy" in Scotland. Accord- 
ing to one Highland tradition. Mr. Car- 
negie and Satan held conference just 
before the ironmaster returned to his 
unlive heath. 

Andy, and tho De'l 
■'How can I besl aid you. old gentle- 
man'.'" Mr. Carnegie demanded. "Shall 
I make the people dance, or plant 
then! res in every parish, or set them to 
playing cards'.'" 

"Nu, nil," Satan replied. "Ink a hist

As Mr. Carnegie has since Hint time 
given organs to many churches in all 
parts of Scotland, the (ruth of the tale 
is demonstrated. The Carnegie I rust, 
established five years ago by the girt of 
ton million dollars in United Stales 
bonds, distributes £100,000 a year to 
Hi,, four universities of Glasgow. Edin- 
burgh, Aberdeen and St. Andrews. One 
half of the students have their fees paid 
by this fund. Ihe average payment be- 
ing about £14 a year. 

Change in Scottish Life 
What started (he talk of pauperiza- 
tion and degradation? Before Mr. Car- 
negie arose many students were given 
free courses, notably the children of pro- 
fessors, and many others had their fees 
paid by means of bursaries. The agi- 
tation against: the Carnegie Trust has 
arisen through a deep change iu Scot- 
tish life. A generation ago the Scottish 
universities were thronged with poor 
men. The son of the weaver or the cot- 
ter forced his way through, winning ami 
often enough starving on a small schol- 



arship, supplemented by his own earn- 
ings as ploughman or sawyer in summer. 

Practically all the best men in tho 
Scottish universities a generation buck 
■were poor and Hie sons of the poor, liv- 
ing on little. Some of the best: of all 
died under (lie strain of combined under- 
feeding mid over-work. The old type of 
Scottish worker, from which this class 
was drawn largely, disappeared under 
new economic conditions. Outside Aber- 
deen (he Scottish university student to- 
day is essentially middle-class. The 
worker in humble life drifts today to the 
factory, and factory conditions do not 
make the same type of man as was the 
glory of old Scot land. The people 
are sub-consciously moving towards 
making the Scottish universities close 
middle-class preserves do not like It. 
That is the explanation of jnucli of the 
trouble. 

Students' Free Courses 

Xo one denies that there are here 
and there abuses of the Trust. When 
over three thousand students have their 
fees paid for them each year some sec- 
ond-best specimens are bound to creep 
in. The fund hns not, however, led to 
any very great increase in the number 
of university students. Five years ago 
thero were just under (!,"0O students in 
the universities. Last year these were 
under 0,500. 

Tho most serious problem of the Car- 
negie Trust is not nn imaginary degrad- 
ation of student character, hut the in- 
crease of fees tliade by the universities. 
The university authorities, acting on tlie 
principle of making hay while the sun 
shines, have raised their fees since the i 
Trust began its work very considerably. I 
In Aberdeen, for instance, tlie average 
tuition fees per student are over i;-l 5s. | 
more than formerly. 

The amount nt the disposal of the 
Trust for fees has for some time threat- 
ened to be insullleient, and, drastic pro- 
posals for dealing with this raising of 
fees (ire likely to be heard at the forth- 
coming annual meeting of Hie Trust in 
February. In olden days the poor stud- 
ent, at Edinburgh or Glasgow struggled 
through. His bursary was enough to 
pay liis fees. He lived in an attic and 
often shared his room with two or throe 
others. AYe all know Hie tale of the 
three Edinburgh students who had one 
lied between them, and used it on eight- 
hour shifts. Under the Carnegie Trust 
this same type of student is able to 
spend his money on bread in place of 
class fees.

CHINESE SKILL WITH AXES 

Carpenters of Cathay Will Compare 
With Occ'denta's 

'In judging the performance of the 
native Chinese workman it is almost 
impossible to avoid the popular bias 
that addiction to their own methods and 
tools invariably bespeaks fatuous con- 
servatism. Though Ibis is in many 
eases true, it will often be found on 
careful observation that what has pass- 
ed for a stubborn blindness to the vir- 
tue of Innovation is in reality a keener 
perception of comparative merits than 
the judge himself was aware of. 

This is particularly true of Chinese 
carpenters. While most of their com- 
monest tools differ in some radical way 
from our own, it is never safe to as- 
sume the superiority of the Western 
product. Their small ax, for example, 
is a beautifully balanced tool, rind they 
are remarkably adept In tho use of it, 
being able to work as true a surface 
therewith as can be obtained with an 
adz in the honas Of tl)0 while num. 

On heavy work it: is customary for 
two to hew together oil opposite sides, 
striking alternate blows. Both hands 
are used, nnd Ihe recover is over the 
shoulder, alternate right and left. There 
is a freedom of swing with an accur- 
acy of delivery that is a treat to natch, 
and tho rapidity of blows is almost be- 
wildering.
